gracious work is both solemn and instructive.

Since the first publication of this Memorial, 
our Church has passed through five years of 
searching trial, which has tested the fidelity of 
her sons, and caused some few to fail in their 
allegiance to her. We have had to mourn 
over the loss of some, who, going beyond the 
teaching of the Church, have embraced dan- 
gerous and unwarrantable dogmas; whilst 
others, especially one referred to in these 
pages, disregarding the teaching of the 
Church, have been led, by a vain reliance on 
their own opinions, and private interpreta- 
tions of Scripture, into the opposite extreme 
of still more dangerous error. These grievous 
defections from the Apostolic Faith show how 
necessary it is for all men diligently to. study 
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God's holy Word, under the direction of His 
Church, and how important it is that we 
should adhere steadfastly to that noble profes- 
sion of faith made by the holy Bishop Ken, 
whose biographer forcibly remarks: 1 "When 
the love of some members of our Church has 
waxed cold, and, faithless to their vows, they 
have forsaken the altars where they both re- 
ceived themselves, and administered to others, 
the Bread of Life, we may point out to all, and 
especially to those who are wandering in doubt 
and error, as a beacon-light, the bright ex- 
ample of a prelate of our Church, who, in 
days of rebuke and peril, was distinguished 
for his piety, his constancy, his meekness, his 
charity ; one who boldly rebuked vice, and pa- 
tiently suffered for the truth's sake ; one who, 
for his love of the Chief Shepherd, taught his 
flock how they might make the knowledge and 
love of God, both their daily study and prac- 
tice ; and who in his last but undying declara-

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tion, made a profession which, like 'a father's 
commandment, and a mother's instruction' 
(Prov. vi. 20), should be bound about the 
heart of every dutiful and loyal son of the 
Church of England : 

" As for my religion, I die in the holy Ca- 
tholic and Apostolic Faith, professed by the 
whole Church, before the disunion of East and 
West ; more particularly I die in the commu- 
nion of the Church of England, as it stands 
distinguished from all Papal and Puritan inno- 
vations, and as it adheres to the doctrine of the 
Cross/' 

Whilst the Church has been divided by the 
contentions of opposing parties, and the minds 
of men have been distracted and perplexed by 
the din of controversy, this simple little book 
has found its way to the utmost limits of the 
British dominions (besides being reprinted and 
largely circulated in America) and by God's 
blessing, has drawn many hearts to a deeper 
and fuller apprehension of the doctrines and 
discipline of our holy Church; and likewise 
cheered many chambers of sorrow and afflic- 
tion with rays of hope and consolation. The 
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"It can scarcely be doubted that the very 
affecting memorial contained in the following 
pages, if duly weighed, must at least have one 
important effect — that of convincing every honest 
mind, that the reception of those truths, and 
hearty conformity to those habits, by which the 
faith and practice of the zealous and consistent 
members of the visible Church are distinguished, 
by no means militate against, or are incompa- 
tible with, the fullest acceptance of all really 
evangelical doctrine, and with those views of 
Divine grace, which have been held both by per- 
sons within as well as without ber visible fold, 
to the exclusion of other most important matters 
by which the Divine character, and even exist- 
ence, of the Church, is chiefly marked. 

" Let any one observe in this memoir the deep 
outpourings of heart to the blessed Redeemer, 
the Lord Jesus Chbist ; let him mark the un- 
qualified leaning and resting upon Him and His 
work of redeeming grace for every hope and 
consolation; the complete surrender of every 
affection and talent to His service ; the entire 
renunciation of self, and resignation to His will; 
the ardent desire after conformity, even through 
suffering, to His Image ; and the wonderful ex- 
tent to which the doctrine of the • Cross was 
really exhibited in her faith and patience, the 
Cross undergone for her, and the cross borne by 
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her, — and he will at least be constrained to own, 
that he reads of the most lowly, and faithful, 
and humble believer and disciple of the Lobd 
Jesus. 

" With all this, he will find, that as faith and 
love to Christ Himself, and sanctification grew, 
so deep devotion to the Church of Cheist, and 
increasing value for her ordinances grew also ; 
and that in . and through them, as channels of 
Divine grace, she both sought and received fresh 
accessions of that grace, till she was made ripe 
for her eternal rest. It would be difficult to 
find anything more beautiful than the testimony 
given to the actual presence of Chbist to the 
soul by the Spirit in the waters of Baptism, with 
the humble avowal that till then this saint of 
God did not conceive herself in any real sense 
to have confessed her Lobd before men, long as 
she was known to have earnestly striven to 
glorify Him. The description of her subsequent 
joy and encouragement, and her continually re- 
vived thanksgivings, both on the weekly and 
yearly return of the day of Baptism, is scarcely 
less interesting. 

" Take, again, that other holy sacrament, the 
communion of the Body and Blood of Chbist. 
It is impossible not to observe how, upon par- 
taking of it, her soul immediately rose up to one 
of its highest kindred doctrines, the communion 
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therein of saints militant and triumphant, par- 
takers of one Loed by a living union, dwelling 
in Him and He in them ; and to notice how she 
bade others go and meet their departed ones at 
the altar of the Loed, and commended herself, 
after her removal hence, to the affectionate re- 
membrance of those she loved in that especial 
ordinance. 

" Now these things are realities. They were 
so to her, in whom they were plainly seen, and 
so are they to all who faithfully and simply give 
themselves up to the gracious provisions of God's 
most holy Church. It cannot but be remarked 
how they came continually to supply her daily 
wants, and to afford at the right moment the 
needed strength and consolations, as they have 
done to others of God's people in the midst of 
the deepest affliction and suffering. How beau- 
tifully her deprivation of oral instruction, and 
her providential cutting off from the pastors she 
had chosen for herself and loved, were more than 
supplied by communion with the Church in the 
private use of the daily prayer and reading of 
the appointed portions of Holy Scripture. So, 
again, the continual remembrance of hours dear 
to Christians of other ages, because they were 
filled with the acts of the Sayioub's love, and 
the dutiful observance of the appointed times of 
fast and festival, were made to her a continually 
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increasing source of sanctification and conform* 
ity both to the will and image of her Lobd. 
From these neither sickness nor infirmity de- 
terred her ; and when disease had made dreadful 
privations necessary, even this became a source 
of thankfulness and joy, because ordered at that 
sacred time when, with the Church in every age, 
she desired humbly to partake in her Sayioub's 
sufferings. 

"Neither can the testimony be concealed 
which she bore to writings of holy men too often 
calumniated and too little known, which came to 
her with a depth and powerful application im 
possible to gainsay ; with whom she could sym- 
pathise, while she felt the inward force of the 
truths she received as the teaching of the Church 
(which, after studying the Holy Scriptures with 
earnest diligence and humble prayer, she saw 
written therein as with a sunbeam,) and experi- 
enced the sanctifying influence of the ordinances 
and appointments of the Church of Christ ; — 
yet was compelled to know that both the one and 
the other were condemned too often unheard, and 
almost always untried. 

" Such are some of the points most important 
to observe in this memoir. Whilst men of con- 
troversial spirits are eagerly desiring to cast out 
their brethren on either side, and widen the un- 
happy rendings of our too distracted Church, 
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" And now, my dear friend, when .1 contem- 
plate this event as likely really to take place, and 
that so soon, I feel tremblingly happy. Yes, I 
shall rejoice ' to pay my vows unto the Lobd in 
the congregation of His people' — to place my 
foot in one spot where Jesus trod before me— to 
acknowledge before men that I have no hope but 
in Him alone — that He is my God, and I desire 
to serve Him. But then if ' Friends' should be 
right — if I am visited with darkness instead of 
light — if I am to go through it as a mere cold, 
formal ceremony (how awful is the thought !)— 
or if I am to fall away — if, to try me, to prove 
me, to teach me what is in my heart, I am to be 
left — if my proud, wicked heart should need this 

severest of all discipline! Oh! H , these 

are the temptations which constantly asBail me: 
yet, on the whole, I am kept quiet and comfort- 
able. The conflict has been great, vet not too 
great ; for it has led me very narrowly to scruti- 
nize my motives, and to examine my heart, and 
has ended in a firmer conviction than ever of the 
divine nature of the ordinance. 

" Now let us cast ourselves, 'as babes, 9 upon 
Chbist our Lobd. Now let us hang upon Him, 
strive to lie passive in His hand, and know no 
will but His." 

To one so humble, watchful, and devout, 
Baptism must have been a channel of unspeak- 
able blessings. Happily we are not left to our 
own imaginings in this matter, for we find in 
her journal the following solemn and touching 
passage — 
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" Oct. 5th. — I received the Bign of the cove- 
nant — the blessed rite of Baptism. It was a 
solemn time. Jesus was very near — I felt Him 
to be close beside me ; and when the water poured 
on my face, it seemed to be from His own hand : 
and it was sweet indeed, for 

Jesus told me I was His, 
And whisper'd He was mine." 

To her dearest friend she sent this account 
the day after — 

" Oct. 5, 1837. 

" Dear , This has been a most interesting 

day to me, and a day of unlooked-for blessings ; 
but I hardly dare to speak of it. I would rather 
be still, and feed secretly on Christ, who has been 
graciously pleased to reveal Himself to me as 
' the chiefest among ten thousand, the altogether 
lovely ;' has made me to sit under His shadow 
with great delight, and to find His food sweet to 
my taste. He has led me to the banqueting- 
house, and given me to feel * that His banner 
over me was love.' The service began at 11, a.m. 

It was very still ; and Mr. 's subdued voice 

and solemn manner were very impressive. My 
prayer was answered beyond expectation; and 
all considerations seemed taken away, but the 
overpowering one of the solemn surrender I was 
making publicly of myself to Cheist. I was 
sensible of His Presence, and saw no one besides : 
man seemed nothing to me : and Jesus all in all. 
1 wish not to say much of my feelings ; they are 
all nothing worth if they do not lead to an in- 
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crease in devotedness ; and I would rather strive 
in great quietness to fulfil with more exemplary 
diligence the duties of life, and thus to hold 
forth at least a feeble ray of light to others, than 
talk much on the subject. But I must say, I 
never felt so convinced of the divine nature of the 
ordinance, or more earnestly desired for all my 
friends that they may be encouraged, in spite 
of all the opposition which, through various 
channels, the enemy places in their way, to go 
forward in simple faith ; to obey the simple com- 
mand, and to trust the consequences to Him 
who does so abundantly reward the slightest 
sacrifices made for His sake, and in dependance 
on His strength. But at the same time to watch 
the leadings of His Spirit and His providence, 
and by no means hastily to rush into any thing 
of the kind, without fervent and frequent prayer, 
and patient watching for the direction of His 
finger." 

In December following she writes to a friend 
about to be baptised — 

" I would not be unbaptised for any thing I 
could possibly name in this world. It is a 
source of continual joy to me, a stay and strength 
under every discouragement ; and so, I cannot 
doubt, you will find it." 

How striking and beautiful is this unde- 
signed testimony to the truth and reality of 
the doctrine of Baptism, as taught by the 
Church : for having received the same in faith 
and penitence, she experienced the quickening 
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and hallowing influences which the true and 
scriptural view of this Sacrament would have 
led her to expect ; and that at a time when 
she considered it merely as a seal of the cove- 
nant. The love of God was now more fully 
shed abroad in her heart, and she was filled 
with " joy and peace in believing." Thus re- 
newed and strengthened by the Holt Spirit 
in this blessed ordinance, she gave herself up 
unreservedly to the service of her Lord and 
Saviour— 

" With all the heart, and with that tongue which speaks 

The same in all, a holocaust she made 
. To God, befitting the new grace vouchsafed." 

Her life was one act of self-sacrifice and 
devotedness to Him whom she loved, and 
Whose will she desired alone to do. Ever 
watchful, and jealous of her own heart, she 
read the Baptismal Service every Thursday, to 
the end that she might continually remember 
the privileges and responsibility of her bap- 
tism. Happy would it be for themselves, and 
for the Church of Christ, if all would go and 
do likewise. 

The path of our dear friend was now beset 
with still greater difficulties than heretofore ; 
for she had to testify, by a consistent and 
holy life, to those around, that the principles 
she had adopted were divine realities. Con- 
scious of the pain which her baptism had 
caused those she loved, her affectionate heart 

c 2 
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was pierced ; she durst not, however, disobey 
God; but looking with filial confidence to 
her compassionate Saviour, and confiding in 
His faithfulness and love, she was holpen and 
comforted, and was enabled by dutiful, affec- 
tionate submission to her parent, and by meek- 
ness and gentleness to all, to show the work- 
ing of His grace. She was too sincere and 
candid to conceal her principles, but did all 
things openly, " striving to have a conscience 
void of offence towards God and man." 

So entirely did she feel that all her facul- 
ties, affections, and powers, were no longer 
her own, but His who had " purchased her 
with His blood," that she yielded them up 
unreservedly as a sacrifice to Him, in a life 
of holiness and self-denying charity. With 
a heart full of love to Jesus, she rose often 
at the early dawn to pray and meditate on 
the sacred Word of God, that her spirit might 
be strengthened for the duties and trials of the 
ensuing day. After despatching various do- 
mestic duties, she went forth, like an angel of 
mercy, to instruct the ignorant, to succour the 
afflicted, or visit the degraded inmates of the 
prison. These acts of love to her Saviour 
were not, however, performed without much 
suffering and self-denial on her part ; for often 
would she walk to the distant workhouse or 
the prison with such inflamed, swollen, and 
painful feet, as would have been a sufficient 
excuse, with many Christians, for inactivity 
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and self-indulgence. Of this affliction she 
thus speaks in her journal — 

" My leg is troublesome, a kind thorn in the 
flesh. May I profit by it, and every other lesson 
I am taught on the frailty of my nature. A fra- 
gile bark bound for the shores of immortality." 

" A painful day for my leg ; my God sends 
the pain, and I love it for His sake. Yes, every 
pang is easy when He tells me He appoints it 
for my good. May it but do its office of puri- 
fication for me, and I am content." 

Returning home, from her labours of love, 
hungry and weary, she would sit down to a 
late meal, and afterwards commence working 
for the poor ; or fill up her time with reading 
or writing, until retiring to her closet, which 
she seldom quitted until a late hour. Fre- 
quently, when oppressed with her own suf- 
fering, she would say to her sister, " It will 
not do to give way to these feelings; I must 
go and visit some of my poor people ;" and 
rising, she would go round a district which 
her kind clerical adviser had appointed her ; 
and many rough and heathenish beings were 
brought, by the power of the Holy Ghost, 
through the instrumentality of her gentle 
suasion, to lowliness and penitence. But all 
was done in a meek, humble, and unostenta- 
tious spirit, and flowed from ardent love to 
God and man. 

A short time after her incorporation, by 
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holy Baptism, into the Church of Christ, our 
dear friend participated in that moat precious 
means of grace which Christ has left to His 
Church-— the sacrament of the "communion 
of the Body and Blood of Christ." Previous 
to the enjoyment of this privilege we find the 
following prayer entered in her journal — 

" Next Sunday I partake (D.V.) of the Lord's 
Supper. Lord, make it, I beseech Thee, a time 
of blessing to my poor hungering soul. Give me 
a sense of Thy presence. May I by faith look 
on Him whom my sins have pierced, and mourn. 
May I see the head that was crowned with 
thorns — the face that was spit upon for me. 
May I feed spiritually on Christ, and know 
Him to be indeed * the Bread of Life.' Grant 
me this, I beseech Thee, O Lord, for Jesus 
Christ's sake. Amen." 

After partaking of the holy Eucharist, she 
writes to a friend — 

" It was ver y pl easant to be with you in spirit 
last Sunday. We had a very full communion s 
it was a most heavenly season. This is, of all 
others, the most delightful privilege to which I 
have been admitted. It seems such a bond of 
union between the Church below and the Church 
above; it makes us realise our oneness with 
Christ and with each other ; and reminds us 
so forcibly of our high calling." 

Writing to her sister a few weeks after, she 
says — 
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"And bo your dear friend is safely landed 
where sorrow can never come. Oh! go and 
meet her spirit at the table of the Lord ; go 
and join her in the everlasting song ; go and 
strive to realise her joy, and anticipate a blessed 
re-union above. I think there is nothing that 
brings departed friends nearer than this most 
blessed ordinance." 

The whole tenour of her life, as well as the 
foregoing extracts from her letters, prove most 
clearly that to her the ordinances of God were 
not mere lifeless forms, bat the richest chan- 
nels of Divine grace, in the devout use of 
which she grew in grace and in the knowledge 
and love of God her Saviour. From this 
time to the commencement of her illness, in 
the year 1841, she never once missed this pre- 
cious privilege. 

Loving the Lord Jesus supremely, she 
chose those as her confidential friends whose 
hearts were knit to Him in faith and love. 
To them she was ever faithful and true, and 
never considered any sacrifice too great to 
promote their happiness and welfare. Watch- 
ful over their best interests, she was at all 
times ready to give affectionate reproof or 
judicious counsel. She was such a friend as 
Radcliffe describes Lord Strafford to have 
been : " so excellent a friend, and so much 
mine, he never had anything in his possession 
and power which he thought too good for his 
friend ; he was never weary to take pains for 
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his friend." With a heart full of the ten- 
derest feelings, her affections flowed towards 
them in perpetual streams, unchecked by cold- 
ness or unkindness : and deeply do they feel 
the loss of one, who loved bo truly and un- 
alterably ; one whose tender, faithful reproof, 
whose readiness to sympathise and willingness 
to suffer for them, made her friendship an in- 
estimable blessing* 

In the year 1840, an interesting corre- 
spondence was opened with one of her dear 
friends, which will materially assist us in tracing 
the progressive developement of her principles 
and character. This confidential intercourse 
was begun and carried on in the same de- 
vout and earnest spirit which characterised all 
she did. The following extract will afford a 
lesson to all those young persons, whose con- 
versation, correspondence, and friendship, is 
too often vain, trifling, shallow, and unreal. 
If any such read these remarks, let them re- 
member that life is far too sacred a gift to be 
thus trifled away, and that "for all these 
things God will bring them into judgment." 

The letter begins — 

" June 28, 1840. 

" I entirely agree with you in your sentiments 
with regard to Christian correspondence. Like 
every thing else in this imperfect state, it has its 
abundant evils, and Satan can transform it into 
an engine of immense harm to the soul, if not 
prevented by the grace of God — so unspeakable 
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is our weakness, and so absolute must our de- 
pendence in all things be on Him, Who can make 
His own strength perfect in our weakness. In 
dependence, then, on Him, sensible of our danger, 
but confiding in His promised aid, and asking 
His blessing, let us begin our correspondence ; 
and as pilgrims through the same wilderness, as 
soldiers in the same army, and as lambs of the 
same flock, let us strive to animate one another 
to persevere in that course which alone can ter- 
minate in rest, glory, and peace. I can entirely 
sympathise with you in the difficulty you feel in 
expressing yourself in conversation on religious 
subjects. We must carry this and every other 
infirmity to our God ; and I cannot doubt that, 
when faith is stronger and grace more dominant, 
He will open our mouths to speak His praise. 
The cant we sometimes hear is inexpressibly 
trying; [but] I think it is [not] often heard 
from those who have experienced the deep work 
of the Spirit in their souls. Oh, that Gob may 
graciously preserve us from both extremes, and 
enable us to praise Him * not only with our lips, 
but in our lives I' " 

We now give an extract, from a letter to 
the same friend, in which is shown her ardent 
love to her Lord and Saviour, and the thirst- 
ings of her soul after that close conformity 
to Him, which she, in the end, so remarkably 
attained : 

" This is (she says) what I long for : to walk 
with Jesus through this weary world — to be 
reminded of Him in every scene — to hear His 
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words in the hurricane and in the sleep of na- 
ture — to remember Him at sunrise and sunset, 
at the cock-crowing and the mid-day heat. 
When tired, or hungry, or thirsty, to think of 
Him ; and to remember that His meat was to do 
the will of His Fathib in heaven. Oh, why 
does not every sparrow, every blade of grass, 
every vine, every fig-tree, every grain of sand — 
in short, why does not everything we see, speak 
to our inmost souls of Him Who is our all ? 

You seem, dear , to be thus walking with 

Him in some degree, and I am sure you must be 
happy ; happy as were the three Jewish rulers, 
when, walking through the fiery furnace, they 
had the presence of One, Whose form was like 
the Son of God. Oh, I often think they must 
have been sorry to come out of that fiery furnace, 
to the paltry honours of the world, when they 
had to part with His visible form, Who had been 
their companion in the flame ; though no less 
would He, though unseen, be the Companion 
of every hour — their constant, ever-present 
Friend."

From the time of her baptism to the be- 
ginning of the year 1841, our friend had 
been taught in the semi-Calvinistic school; 
and receiving the peculiar views of doctrine 
which it inculcates, she likewise imbibed those 
strong antipathies to the system and teaching 
of the Church, usually felt by persons hold- 
ing these opinions. But God had designed 
for His faithful servant a far better portion ; 
even the rich heritage of His holy Church. 
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He was now about to lead her through a 
dreary and painful course ; to unfold to her 
the deepest mysteries of His kingdom, and 
to place her amid the verdant pastures and 
fertilising streams of Canaan. His chasten- 
ing hand was at this time laid upon her, not 
to be removed until her spirit was purified for 
His own glorious Presence. She was at this 
time attacked with disease of a distressing 
character, accompanied with headache, intol- 
erance of light, and sleeplessness, which al- 
most incapacitated her for reading or writing, 
and deprived her of the privilege of worship- 
ping God in His holy sanctuary. 

The sweetly peaceful and resigned spirit in 
which she bore her afflictions is portrayed in 
the following extracts. 

She writes, April, 1841 — 

" Once more I have the pleasure of taking up 
my pen to address you, after a silence of three 
months ; during which time how much has oc- 
curred to each of us, calculated to awaken in our 
cold hearts the glow of gratitude and love, to our 
tender, compassionate, ever- gracious God and 
Sayioub ! Oh, my friend, how does the retire- 
ment of a sick room favour that sweet communion 
with Him Who is the one Source of our happi- 
ness, and the unfailing Fountain of all good! 
And how does a return to the scenes of active 
life make me feel the necessity of hanging in 
simple dependence on His grace — that, helpless 
as we are, He may keep us ; ignorant, teach us ; 

D 
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blind, guide us; sick, heal us; hungry and 
thirsty, feed us and give us drink — in a word, 
do all things for us, and be all things to us. 

" I could tell you of mercies as great as they 
have been undeserved, and numerous as they 
have been great ; and I could tell you too of 
many changes in myself, and of the unchange- 
ableness of Jesus. ... It is sweet to know that 
the one Almighty Physician is caring for me, 
and that all the means used for my recovery are 
sanctified by prayer, and administered in simple 
dependence upon His blessing. He knows best 
when to remove my pain and weakness ; and 
may / have no urill about it. Still I believe I 
may pray, and even earnestly desire, restoration 
to the active duties of life. Will you pray for 
me, that in whatsoever state I am I may be 
therewith perfectly content? — only anxious to 
experience the purifying effect of the gentle 
chastisement of my tender, compassionate God." 

A few weeks later, she writes to another 
friend as follows — 

" All reading I have been obliged to give up. 
In general, I am permitted to enjoy a calm and 
peaceful state of mind, which is an unspeakable 
mercy ; but at times, when the pain is severe, 
you know how I am. But I hope now, if it. 
please our gracious Gob, I may be better again, 
and less care and trouble to my kind friends. 
At all events, it is a great consolation to know 
that our lot is appointed by a Fatheb's love, 
and, wherever we may be, His compassionate eye 
regards us still ; and if He will grant me grace 
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to be more patient, and cheerfully submissive, so 
that the name I have professed may not be dis- 
honoured, I have not much anxiety about any 
thing else." 

She was ordered to Tunbridge Wells for 
change of air, and whilst there gratefully re- 
counts to a friend the slightest alleviations of 
her sufferings. 

" I am (she says) quite as well as when you 
saw me last. Of course, pain, and feverishness, 
and some almost sleepless nights, have deprived 
me of some of the strength I had gained ; and I 
feel a very poor thing. But it is such a blessing 
to be able to look about me again ; and, above 
all, to feel my head clearer, and free from that 
distressing confusion, which tries me more than 
the pain ; that I cannot be thankful enough for 
the change. Oh, my dear friend, how tenderly 
does our Heavenly Father deal with His poor 
children ! He saw that I needed a little more 
severe discipline to bring me to a more grateful 
sense of His fatherly goodness ; and He did not 
withhold the means He saw necessary to accom- 
plish this end. I trust the fresh experience I 
have had of His love, will lead me to a more 
simple reliance on His mercy, and a more abso- 
lute surrender of my will to His. Our merciful 
Father has permitted me, through the whole of 
my illness, to feel a quiet peaceful confidence in 
His mercy, through Chbist — except, perhaps, 
occasionally from weakness of body. And never 
do I recollect a time when I had less to make me 
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careful in any way. All I want is, a more sub" 
missive, filial spirit ; more of the mind of Christ, 
and more entire confidence* 9 

Thus calm, submissive, and thankful, she 
bowed beneath her heavenly Father's, chas- 
tening rod. And although her constitutional 
excitability of mind and body, as well as the 
nature of her affliction, tended to make her 
irritable and impatient, yet the close and con- 
stant communion which she held with her Sa- 
viour kept her soul in tranquillity and patience. 
During her sojourn at Tunbridge Wells, she 
mentions a striking answer to prayer, which is 
introduced with the hope that others may be 
encouraged to take all their sorrows to Him, 
Who alone can alleviate them ; and that they 
may strive to realise the doctrine of the " Com- 
munion of Saints," and to act out that con- 
soling truth, " If one member suffers, all the 
members suffer with it." 

She was at that time suffering much in mind 
and body ; but flying to her Refuge and Con- 
fidence, she poured out her soul before God, 
beseeching Him to dispose the heart of a friend 
to write to her some words of consolation. 
The second morning after the prayer was of- 
fered, the wished-for letter was put into her 
hands, and contained the very consolation and 
instruction required; 1 so that her path was 

1 I knew nothing of this circumstance until she was on 
her dying bed, when she asked what induced me to write. 
To which I replied, that 1 knew of no particular reason, 
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smoothed, her trials were removed,* and ahe 
regained her peace. On this subject she writes 
as follows — 

" I did receive Mr! 's note, and it was a 

great comfort to me. It was, in fact, one of the 
most direct answers to prayer I ever received, 
And coming at a time when I felt rather deso- 
late, and under the pressure of spirits always 
attendant on severe pain in my head, it was a 
delightful proof that He, without whose permis- 
sion ' the sparrow does not fall, was numbering 
the hairs of my head.' It is true I had not 
doubted this ; for I know that because we do not 
feel the Presence of our Lobd, we have no reason 
to fear He is absent ; and in the darkest mo- 
ments He permitted me to feel a peaceful con- 
fidence in the security of that everlasting cove- 
nant, which is ' ordered in all things and sure.' 
But yet to have such a certain proof that a 
prayer, for which, the moment I had breathed 
it, I chid myself, had been heard and answered, 
was a blessing indeed." 

After a long sojourn she returned home un- 
improved in health, but abounding, neverthe- 
less, in thanksgiving. The slightest mitiga- 
tion of her sufferings, or even an alteration in 

excepting that I felt my mind most powerfully drawn to 
do so. She then related the whole of the circumstances, 
which were before unknown to me. How clearly is God's 
hand seen in this ! — that one, unacquainted with the actual 
condition in which she then was, should write a letter, 
at the very time she offered up her prayer, containing 
just the very instruction and consolation which she needed. 

D 2 
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the symptoms, called forth expressions of gra- 
titude to God. If there were increased pain 
or debility, or any new cause of suffering, she 
would mention some symptom that was miti- 
gated, saying, " What a mercy it is that this 
or that pain is lessened !" The debility was 
now so great, that the smallest exertion over- 
powered her; yet there was no yielding to 
self-indulgence; but she exerted herself be- 
yond her strength to continue in the family 
circle. 

Let us now see how her spirit was pre- 
served in this peaceful, confiding, thankful, 
state, during her long and wearisome afflic- 
tion, cut off from the public means of grace, 
and having only occasional visits from a clergy- 
man. Deprived of the systematic instruc- 
tions which she so prized, and which are too 
often valued at the expense of the far higher 
privilege of prayer and praise, she was led 
to adopt my advice, and supply that want 
by reading the Psalms and Lessons, as ap- 
pointed daily by the Church. No sooner 
did she make this attempt to cast herself into 
the course of instruction provided by the 
Church, than her prejudices against its system 
began to yield. This course proved a source 
of the greatest comfort and blessing to her, 
which she failed not to acknowledge to her 
dying day. 

"During my lcug retirement (she observes to 
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a friend,) I have thought a great deal about the 
system of the Church, viz. keeping the appointed 
' fasts and festivals/ and reading the appointed 
lessons. I have had an interesting letter from 

Mr. on the subject. He assures me that 

he believes the observation of particular days is 
exceedingly useful in assisting the Christian to 
maintain spirituality of mind amid the snares of 
the world. Mr. — - has talked much to me on 
the subject ; and he tells me I can have no idea 
of the happy effect it has ; producing a quietness 
and collectedness which is so essential to cherish 
our peace. If every Friday was considered as a 
day on which we are to meditate on our Lord's 
death — a day of solemn thought and humiliation 
on account of our sins, and of fasting, should we 
not be likely to derive benefit from it P And 
would there not be something very uniting in it, 
to know that we were joined by thousands of the 
devout members of our Church in the same reli- 
gious exercises ? I have been strangely preju- 
diced against it ; but I begin to think whether, 
as members of the Church, we are living up to 
our privileges as we might, by not adopting her 
rules." 

God grant that these judicious observations 
may weigh with those members of the Church 
to whom they specially apply 1 

She considered this subject with that same 
cautious and earnest spirit which character- 
ised all her movements. Unlike many pro- 
fessed seekers of truth, she shrunk from the 
unchristian practice of rejecting and bitterly 
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denouncing that which she had not taken the 
trouble to examine ; but, mistrusting her own 
judgment, and fearful lest any portion of di- 
vine truth should be passed over, she made 
these important subjects matters of much se- 
rious thought and fervent prayer. With the 
Holy Bible and the Book of Common Prayer 
as her companions and guides, she was never 
at a loss ; for the beautiful completeness and 
harmony of the Church services refreshed her 
spirit, and furnished her with a regular supply 
of spiritual food, to cheer her weary days and 
ail-but sleepless nights. 

In a letter to one of her friends, dated 
April, 1841, after commenting on the appro- 
priateness of the services for " Passion Week," 
she adds — 

" The Prayer Book has been quite a new book 
to me of late ; and I do love our dear Church 
more and more. But at present I am aware 
that I have only just begun to taste the ines- 
timable privileges we enjoy within her com- 
munion." 

Writing to the same friend a short time 
after, on the subject of the Friday fast, she 
says — 

"It has been a subject of most serious and 
prayerful consideration with me of late ; and I 
have at length arrived at a full conviction, that, 
u&ed as a means, and a means only, the adopting 
of the system appointed by the Church nay be 
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essentially useful to me, and, with God's bless- 
ing, may be the channel of great and lasting be* 
nefiU. I know that I shall need His grace to 
help me to persevere; to give me courage to 
meet objections ; to keep me calm and unwaver- 
ing ; and to give me wisdom so to observe the 
fasts appointed, that I may not fast unto men, 
but unto God only. May I beg your prayers, 
that I may never, never be suffered to let these 
outward observances degenerate into mere forms 
— never feel any self-satisfaction in self-denial ; 
but that I may always bear in mind that, so far 
from fasting being anything of a good work, the 
need for it is a humbling sign of my distance 
from the Bridegroom, 1 and want of conformity 
to His spotless image. May we, in faith, * com- 

1 We would affectionately exhort those who claim their 
impressions of the Presence of the Bridegroom as an 
excuse for neglecting the scriptural and Christian duty 
and privilege of fasting) seriously to consider this example, 
and to ask themselves whether their humility and de- 
TOtedness to God exceeds that of the subject of this 
memoir, who felt how far she was from the attainment of 
this blessings and her great need of fasting as a means of 
humbling her soul before Him. Surely we should do well 
to pause before we conclude that we require not that dis- 
cipline which David, the holy and beloved Daniel) and 
the Apostles of the Lord, and all the martyrs and saints, 
felt to be necessary for themselves. To those who would 
reverently obey every iota of the Word of God, but who 
have been taught to look upon fasting as a superstition, 
we recommend the prayerful consideration of these pas- 
sages : — Exod. xxxiv. 28 ; Lev. xvi. 29 ; Judges xx. 26 ; 
2 Sam xii. 16 ; 1 Kings xix. 8, xxi. 27— -29 ; 2 Chron. 
xx. 3 ; Neh. i. 4, ix. 1 ; Ps. xxxv. 13, cix. 24 ; Dan. ix. 3, 
20-23) x. 3, 12 ; Joel ii. 12 ; S. Matt. iv. 16—18 ; ix. 15, 
xvii. 21 ; S. Luke ii. 37 ; Acts ix. 9, x. 30, xiii. 2, xiv. 23 ; 
1 Cor. ix. 27 ; 2 Cor. vi. 5, xi. 27. 
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mit our souls to God in well-doing, as into the 
bauds of a faithful Creator,' cheerfully denying 
ourselves, and happy in bearing the cross, if so 
be, by His grace, haying been crucified with 
Christ, we may rise again with Him to new- 
ness of life." 

This system was indeed "the channel of 
great and lasting benefits " to her ; for as, in 
the closing months of her earthly pilgrimage 
and severe probation, she found the benefit 
of the teaching of Christ's holy Church, so 
(doubtless) she now fully knows that it was 
fraught with blessings to her soul, which eter- 
nity cannot exhaust. It was not, as some 
suppose, " a clog upon her soul/ 9 but rather as 
the eagle's wings, helping her to rise above 
all outward things. In it the Spirit of God 
unfolded to her humble and teachable spirit 
the deep mysteries of His sacred Word, leading 
her ever adoringly to contemplate a crucified 
Saviour, and, by a life of earnest prayer, to 
aim at the highest sanctity, treading in His 
holy footsteps, and seeking the closest con- 
formity to His perfect example. 

Oh ! that all who despise the system of 
Christ's Church, as a human and beggarly 
thing, could have seen the bright setting of 
this happy spirit I The faith, the meekness, 
the cheerfulness and unwearied patience, under 
the most trying sufferings, the flood of hea- 
venly peace which filled her soul, and 

" That smile of saintly brightness " 
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which played o'er her wan features, would 
surely have convinced the most prejudiced 
that there was a strength and reality in these 
ordinances of God, which they themselves 
have neither realised nor conceived. Let all 
such make the trial in the same devout and 
earnest spirit as did our beloved friend, and, 
like her, they will most assuredly bless God 
for such unspeakably precious privileges. 

During the summer of this year she was 
enabled occasionally to attend church. She 
remarks, Sunday, August 1, 1841 — 

"At length, after eight months' absence, I 
have been permitted to join with my dear Chris- 
tian friends, at the table of the dear Eedeemer, 
in partaking of the precious memorials of His 
broken Body and Blood shed for us. And, 
blessed be His holy Name, I have been made 
sensible, this afternoon, of a nearer union with 
Him, my risen Head ; and through Him with 
His people. And now may I exercise faith in 
the promises of God, and hold the beginning of 
my confidence steadfast unto the end." 

A young friend, who had been in the habit 
of wandering after a favourite preacher, con- 
sulted her as to the propriety of attending a 
meeting-house during his absence. 1 Her reply 
was as follows — 

1 The perusal of Sherlock on Public Worship, with pre- 
face by the Rev. H. Melvill, convinced her of the error of 
wandering to ether churches. That part of this preface 
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" October, 1841. 

u During the last many months that I have 
been confined at home on Sundays, I have con- 
sidered our beautiful Liturgy more attentively, 
and particularly the collect for each Sunday, 
with the appointed lessons, and the gospel and 
epistle for the day ; and I have found in each 
such rich instruction, such a fulness of Gospel 
truth, and such admirable completeness, that it 
has quite compensated for the absence of oral 
instruction, and has reconciled me to the pros- 
pect of entirely giving up S. John's on Sunday, 
even if it should please our gracious heavenly 
Iatheb to restore me to health again. If we 
consider our Church a branch of that pure 
Church which was founded by the Apostles of 
our Blessed Lobd, and which though corrupted 
in practice, still holds the same pure doctrines, 
surely to us must apply those many exhortations 
to unity which we find scattered through the 
Epistles, and to countenance dissent from it 
must be wrong. 

" I value the preaching of the Gospel as highly 
as ever, but I hope I see more of the importance 
of entering with the whole heart into the pre- 
vious exercises of prayer and praise. There 
seems to be little prospect of my getting to 
church this winter. Oh, what a mercy it is, 
that, in the retirement of a sick room, we may 
hold sweet communion with our God ! I greatly 
enjoy reading the Church's appointed lessons. 
To an invalid especially, it is a great advantage 

relating especially to this subject cannot be too warmly 
recommended. 
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to have a prescribed plan ; and the days of rejoic- 
ing and humiliation are so beautifully blended, 
that an interest seems to be attached to each 
successive period as it arrives. To-day, S. Simon 
and S. Jude, we have for meditation "most strik- 
ing portions of the word, &c. Oh, my beloved 

-= , if we are indeed chosen by Him out of 

the world, how opposite should our conduct be 
to those of whom Job in the first lesson, and 
S. Jude in the epistle, speak! How anxious 
should we be to approve ourselves the disciples 
of such a Master, and the followers of them who 
through faith and patience inherit the promises! 
Oh, for that blissful communion on Canaan's 
happy shore! May the discipline of time, 
through the mercy of our God, be preparing us 
to participate in its pure, unsullied enjoyments ! 
May we be looking on our Bedeemer's image 
till we catch some resemblance to it, and then 
go where it will be made perfect, to enjoy the 
vision of His Pace continually. " 

Thus did this faithful Christian thankfully 
avail herself of the means, which God our Sa- 
viour has placed within the reach of every 
true and faithful member of the Church, and 
in the use of which she obtained fuller and 
deeper views of Christian truth than are at- 
tained by those who neglect them. The ab- 
sence of pain in the head enabled her to read, 
and her days and nights were spent in earnest 
prayer, reading, and meditation. Knowing 
that her sleep seldom exceeded three hours, I 
once asked if the nights were not very wearU 

E 
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some. " Oh, no/ 1 she replied ; " I recount my 
mercies, and think over my day's reading; and 
I am often surprised, when morning comes, to 
find how short and happy the night has been/ 1 

By some this adoption of the Church's sys- 
tem may be looked upon as substituting forms 
for vital religion: but let such pause before 
they thus judge, and follow this saint to the 
end of life, and they will see how, with God's 
blessing, it promoted spirituality and sancti- 
fication ; for, by the Holy Spirit's power, it 
sustained her faith, animated her hope, and 
kept her soul steadfast and in peace. To the 
very close of life she expressed her gratitude 
and thankfulness to God for having enabled 
her to understand and enjoy that, which had 
been such an unspeakable benefit and comfort 
to her soul. 

The spirit in which she used all forms is 
beautifully expressed in the following extract 
(which refers to another saintly person) from 
The Hours, a little book hereafter mentioned, 
on which she loved to meditate. It deserves 
the deep consideration of every Churchman : 

" It was not that she attached much value to 
outward forms and symbols — though none more 
loved the touching representations of the Incar- 
nate and the Crucified Bedeemer, and none 
sought more ardently, even when sickness and 
infirmity made them painful to attain, the or- 
dinances of God's house — but that, independ- 
ently of these, in all things, and at all seasons, 
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her life was Chbist, as her death was gain ; her 
mind was kept in perfect peace, for it was stayed 
on Him. While faith was firm and hope was 
full, love, divine love, burnt brighter than all. 
Truly did abide in her faith, hope, and charity ; 
and the greatest of these was charity. The lore 
of Chbist to her, the constant theme ; her love 
to Chbist, the one great object and desire. 
Without a sense of His love, without a growth 
of ours, all forms and symbols, and all rituals, 
are but vanity ; and worse than vanity they are; 
if any think to speak their language with a 
worldly mind, or take their system and approve 
its power, while earth and things of earth, and 
vain amusements and distractions, occupy the 
soul. Love, love divine, yea, love alone, can 
give them power, and make them really speak 
of Him. Faith may be exercised on all things 
visible, and see in them things spiritual ; hope 
may rise beyond the sky, and impart calm con- 
solations to the mourner ; but if heavenly love 
be wanting, they are vain : and he who says he 
trusts in Chbist, and sets his hope on Him, 
will trust and hope in vain, unless he have that 
love— that love which cannot die — that love 
which brings forth fruits of holiness alone — 
which, flowing forth from Jesus' wounded side, 
at once proclaims the fountain of His love, and 
fills the heart through which it flows with large 
returns of it.. It is that love which makes up 
for every deficiency. Faith may be weak, and 
hope be faint ; but if love be there, there is God, 
for God is love — there is Chbist Himself, our 
Immanuel, our God with us — there is the Spirit, 
the Giver of that love j and thus he who prizes 
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most highly, and counts of most importance, the 
Church 9 her ministers, her sacraments, her sym- 
bols, her voice, her mind, may find room for 
charity and sympathy with all who love. He 
cannot (and how can he P) see another way so 
likely to produce all Christian grace as those in 
which she teaches him to look for it. He may not 
understand how love can be in any separate from 
her. Yet when he knows that love alone will be 
the bond of heaven's blest hosts, the very essence 
of his God, how shall he doubt that where it 
really reigns, the gift of God, there is, and there 
alone, the Christian life P For be it ever borne 
in mind, that hours, days, and years, and sym- 
bols, and memorials, are not life itself, nor even 
means thereto, save where is faith, and where is 
love. But this is also true, and this alone is 
meant — that where Chbist dwells by love, and 
where He reigns alone, there days, and hours, 
and years are His, and ought to speak of Him ; 
and nature's voice, which He hath given and 
He hath used, His people too should under- 
stand ; and symbols and memorials should de- 
light whene'er they point to Him." 

Having occasionally furnished her with a few 
reflections on the Sunday services as they oc- 
curred, she at length began to write down her 
own thoughts upon them. 1 We here give one 
beautiful and solemn specimen, which shows 
the earnest spirit in which she carried out her 
principles. She remarks — 

" I have shrunk from the self-denial of such a 

1 See Appendix* 
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course, and have been ready to say, ' Many have 
got to heaven by a much easier road : why am I 
to be compelled to such a life of crucifixion to 
the flesh ?' What an awfully wicked heart is 
mine I My professed desire to be holy must be 
hypocritical, if I am unwilling to exercise the 
needful mortification. Such silent, solitary suf- 
fering suits not my rain heart. It is easy to go 
to church on stated occasions — to read the ap- 
pointed lessons — on fast-days, to deny ourselves 
a little in eating, reading, and sleeping, Ac; 
but, oh, how much harder to keep the heart 
with all diligence; to deny our thoughts any 
indulgence on topics of natural interest! to 
deny our affections their idols, our tongues their 
favourite themes ! to be still before the Lord ! 
to be abased before His majesty ! to avoid every 
thing that would call forth the admiration of 
man ! to be willing to be not so much noticed as 
even to be despised — not of so much account 
as to be ridiculed! to be absolutely nothing! 
Lord, I pray Thee, in the words of this day's 
collect, 'to pour into my heart such love to- 
wards Thee, that for Thy sake I may desire to 
be forgotten, that Thou mayest be remembered 
— to be nothing, that Thou mayest be all in all. 

teach me so to love thee, that, in order to be 
like Thee, I may count nothing hard, nothing 
impossible. Teach me bo to love Thy infinite 
perfections, that I may hate everything that 
hinders me from following hard after Thee. So 
may the means I use be sanctified to the at- 
tainment of the end I have in view. And may 

1 be strengthened to use them without waver- 
ing or distrust; knowing that it is he that 

e 2 
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knocketh to whom the door shall be opened, 
though that very effort is of the free grace of 
God." 

Writing to one of her friends, she again 
dwells on the subject, and says — 

" I have been reading Wheatley on the Com- 
mon Prayer with very great interest and, I hope, 
profit. I find I begin to enjoy Friday so much 
more than ever I did before. Do you find it 
so ? There is something so sweetly solemnizing 
in the effect of meditation on a theme so mourn- 
fully interesting, and upon which our only hope 
for time and eternity is exclusively hung. You 
are right in saying that ' the effect is to bind us 
more closely to our Lord.' 

"The holiness of the Gospel .standard, the 
continual self-mortification needful for its at- 
tainment, and the glorious prize, have been 
strikingly brought before us or late in our Sun- 
day lessons — the first and the last bo animating, 
the second so distasteful to the creature. I have 
no doubt that, as the Christian advances, so .ad- 
vantageous does he find every effort to subdue 
nature, that he feels a zest in what he once 
shrunk from. May it be so, my beloved friend, 
with us ! May the love of God be so poured 
into our hearts, that we may rejoice in the nar- 
rowness of that path which alone leads to glory, 
through the alone merits and sacrifice of Jesus 
our Sayiour. Beading the memoir of H. Mar- 
tyn has made me feel as though I had never 
before known the nature of that self-denial 
which the Gospel enjoins: and really I feel 
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ashamed to speak of adopting Church principles 
while I am such a novice. Will jou pray for 
me, that, having put my hand to the plough, I 
may never, never turn back, lest the flesh rebel 
as it may. Let us continually pray for each 
other, that we may be really * crucified to the 
world, and the world unto us'— that every means 
enjoined by our Church may be sanctified to our 
eventual attainment of the end, which she would 
have us ever bear in mind. And while the far- 
ther we advance, the more we shall see to de- 
plore in ourselves, and the more intolerable will 
become the corrupt nature we must bear on with 
us to the grave, may we so grow in grace, and 
in the knowledge of our precious Savioue, that 
we may see ever-increasing reason to rejoice in 
Him." 

While month after month rolled on, bring- 
ing only slight and occasional alleviations of 
her sufferings, our beloved friend was rapidly 
advancing in sanctification. Throughout the 
whole period her faith failed not, neither was 
her hope dimmed ; but, with a calm, unshaken 
confidence in the faithfulness and loving-kind- 
ness of her heavenly Father, she went on, 
cheerfully and thankfully, even when the way 
by which He led her was dark and slippery. 

This touching and solemn note exhibits that 
deep and chastened spirit which now became 
so manifest in her — 

" Indeed, my dear friend, mine are small suf- 
ferings, not worth the name. And when I look

at my deserts, and the inexpressible tenderness 
with which I am chastened, I am astonished at 
the forbearance of my God — so merciful, not to 
leave me altogether unpunished ; so compassion- 
ate, in so gently chastening His sinful wandering 
child. May I learn, from every fresh proof of 
my own weakness, to rely more simply on His 
strength. And as I am taught more of my own 
exceeding sinfulness, may I rejoice more in the 
perfect righteousness of Him, who is our whole 
salvation. I trust, a sense of gratitude for such 
unutterable love may lead us, dear , to ever- 
growing earnestness, to approve ourselves the 
followers of One 'who for our sakes became 
poor, that we, through His poverty, might be 
made rich.' Yes, it is a sweet consolation to 
know that, whether sensible of it or not, He is 
ever with us, and that our life is hid with Him 
in God. O that we did but walk more as those 
whose life is above — only as pilgrims here, jour- 
neying onward to our home 1 

" I have read the sermons many times ; and 
three of them I have exceedingly enjoyed. In- 
deed, I can hardly express how much I admire 
them, and how earnestly I long to catch some- 
thing of that lowly, heavenly, devotional, Chris- 
like spirit which breathes through them. The 
one on the ' day of judgment' is very solemn — 
perhaps rather calculated to make our Judge an 
object of terror more than of love ; but I wish 
not to criticise. We cannot be too solemnly or 
too often reminded that every thought, feeling, 
word, and action, will be judged at that awful 
day ; and that according to them, and not ac- 
cording to our ideas of our faith, will judgment 
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be passed. Happy for us, if at that solemn 
hour, through the superabundant mercy of our 
God, we may stand undismayed — cleansed in the 
blood of our Bedeemer — clothed in His right- 
eousness — ( accepted in the Beloved !' Then, as 
every fresh disclosure of our own guilt deepens 
us in lowliness and self-abasement, we shall feel 
and comprehend for the first time, in some ade- 
quate degree, what is the height and depth, the 
length and breadth of that love of Chbist which 
passeth knowledge. Then shall we rejoice to be 
abased before the assembled universe, that He, 
our Saviour, our Paschal Lamb, may be exalted. 
And oh, with what exulting joy shall we echo 
that heavenly anthem, ' Worthy the Lamb, 1 &c. ! 
May we be enabled this day (Friday) to remem- 
ber the holy and bitter sufferings of our Lord ! 
And as we look on Him whom our sins have 
pierced, may we humble ourselves before His 
cross ! And may we mourn and may we love as 
those who have had much forgiven 1" 

The sermons to which allusion is here 
made were those contained in the third 
volume of Plain Sermons, and a single one, 
by the same author, on The Day of Judgment. 
These solemn and stirring exhortations made 
a deep impression on her mind and heart. 
Exhibiting as they do the highest standard of 
holiness, and urging to the closest conformity 
to the Divine Image, they excited her to seek 
them more earnestly than she had ever yet 
done. Their influence may be judged of by 
the following note — 
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" I have read Dr. P 's note [on prayer, 

Ed.] again and again ; and it has beguiled most 
usefully some sick and weary hours. Every- 
thing he writes seems to act as a lever — raising 
the earth-bound, grovelling soul into a higher 
and purer atmosphere. I would earnestly desire 
not only to admire* but practise, the hints it 
contains. 

" You know I cannot help thinking Dr. 

not quite scriptural throughout in doctrine. 1 
The practical parts of all his discourses are, I 
think, superlatively striking and excellent ; and 
really it is much out of my place to criticise the 
views of such a giant in spiritual growth. Oh, 
if we did but more constantly remember that if 
we are in Chbist — if, united to Him by faith, 
we are the temples of the Holt G-host — that 
God the Eatheb, God the Sour, and God the 
Holt Ghost, is really within us — how lowly 
would be our walk, how calm and quiet our 
demeanour, how fearful of levity on the one 
hand, or gloom on the other, how anxious to 
say nothing, do nothing, and think nothing, that 
could grieve our God. May He Who has in 
such unutterable condescension taken up His 
abode in our wretched hearts, in order that we 
may be vessels of mercy to His glory, and be 
conformed entirely to the image of His Sow, so 
impress this solemn and encouraging truth upon 
our minds, that, under an abiding conviction of 
it, we may walk holily and unblameably in His 
sight — looking for and hasting unto the coming 
of our Lobd Jesxts Chbist." 

■ 1 This is chiefly in allusion to the doctrine of Baptism, 
which she did not as yet understand. 
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This vivid description of that gracious but 
awful truth! the indwelling of the Blessed 
Tbinity, as the Source of imparted holiness, 
shows us how she realised it as the Fountain 
of all strength and sanctity. If all earnest 
Christians did but thus strive to realise this 
great truth, how humble and watchful would 
they be, lest they should grieve the All-holy 
Being dwelling in their hearts. They would 
no longer shrink from " good works," through 
a dread of self-righteousness; but would 
avail themselves of the Divine strength im- 
parted to them, and earnestly endeavour, in 
deep self-abasement and entire self-renuncia- 
tion, to perfect that " holiness, without which 
no man can see the Lord." 

The symptoms which had so long distressed 
her and worn down her strength, gave place 
to those of a more aggravated kind, and more 
difficult to endure. Still the patient sufferer 
saw in the change abundant cause for thank- 
fulness. 

In the beginning of the year 1842, that 
irritability of the stomach commenced under 
which she ultimately sunk. A feeling of over- 
powering nausea, accompanied with pain, 
throbbing, and a sensation of heat in the 
stomach, almost constantly oppressed her, and 
generally terminated in sickness. Yet she 
rejoiced, and thought it a great mercy to have 
the head so clear and free from pain, as to be 
enabled fully to enjoy her reading. 
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This gracious opportunity was not lost upon 
her; for she quickly devoted her time and 
strength to the closest study of the sacred 
Scriptures, and the Book of Common Prayer. 
Besides these, she attentively read other 
books : among which were the profound writ- 
ings of the immortal Hooker, the searching 
and subduing sermons of Archdeacon Man- 
ning, the third volume of Plain Sermons, and 
that solemn and instructive book, by Williams, 
on The Passion of our Lord: all special fa- 
vourites. She read these works with the 
deepest interest and the greatest profit; for 
she there learned more fully the true u Doc- 
trine of the Cross," and the blessedness of 
being conformed, through suffering, to her 
Redeemer's likeness. By these means God 
was teaching and preparing her for that severe, 
purifying discipline which she was soon to 
undergo. 

One chief means of her rapid advancement 
in holiness was the setting apart the various 
periods of the day as seasons of special 
prayer. In carrying out this plan, she was 
materially assisted by a beautiful little book 
entitled The Hours, 1 which was a great fa- 
vourite. 

From the writings above named she made a 
series of connected extracts for Friday reading 
and meditation, that she might enter into, and 
more fully realise, the sufferings of the Son of

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God in the garden and on the cross. I here 
insert, for the benefit of those who may not 
have an opportunity of reading these works, 
some of the passages which were specially 
marked in her MS. book, to which frequent 
reference was made, and on which she con- 
stantly meditated, until the truths they taught 
were realised as her own : 

"Again, there are those who, to all I have 
described, add further, an inward conformity in 
many lesser features to the mind of Christ. 
They have feeling and zeal, and are visibly and 
sensibly religious; so much so, as to bear at 
least a shadow of the cross for His name's sake. 
They love the meditative parts of religion, the 
poetry and imagery of faith, and the consolations 
of Christianity. They have, unawares, gone so 
deep into religion, that they cannot go back. 
They cannot do without it ; and onward they 
must go. Yet they are not near enough to Him 
to be at rest. Still they are afraid of going too 
near, and trusting to Him wholly. There is 
much in them which would be precipitated, as it 
were, by a closer approach to Him, and they 
are not yet willing to forego it. Nevertheless, 
they often pray for this, and are convinced that 
He and He only, is enough to fill all their heart ; 
that if they had His presence, they should want 
nothing more. Such men are good Christians, 
but hardly saints ; for that word has a deeper 
sense than they as yet can bear. There are too 
many reserved affections, and hopes, and wishes, 
yet clinging to them. But He will not let 

r 
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them rest where they are ; unless, indeed, they 
wilfully go back from Him. He was lifted up 
from the earth for this very cause, that He 
might draw them still onward nearer to Himself. 
He loves them too well to let them linger afar 
off ; and therefore we find such people ever pass- 
ing on, one by one, often unwillingly and with 
half a heart, drawing nigh, as by the compulsion 
of angels' hands, until they enter another circle 
of approach to Him. There is a higher fellow- 
ship to which they are destined. 

" For there are those who are the true elect ; 
the elect of the elect ; the Christians indeed ; 
the chosen ones, with whom is ' the white stone,' 
and ' the hidden manna, 1 and ' the secret of the 
Lobd,' and the ' new name which no man know- 
eth saving he that receiveth it.' On them the 
voice of Cheist fell in childhood, when the soul 
answered as the pure tide swelling to the silent 
moon ; or in riper yeare — it may be, in the 
threshold of life, or in after-life, under some 
cloud and chill of heart ; and they heard it, and 
were for a long while amazed, as Samuel, at the 
thrilling sound, knowing neither who spoke, nor 
what to answer. Yet it pierced their heart, and 
they felt it could not stop there. Why, they 
knew not; but they knew within themselves 
that they could never have peace till they had 
heard that voice again. They feel that they 
must hear it more closely and more clearly, and 
know the meaning of the voice. Afterwards, at 
strange and unlooked-for times, they have 
caught, little by little, the will of Him that 
spake — more, as it were, from the meaning of 
the tone, than from any articulate words. And 
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they hate followed Him in eilence, not knowing 
whither, saying deeply to themselves, I must go 
on. And they have felt a change passing on 
them as from a chill to warmth, like men coming 
up ont of a grave into the noonday sun. And 
this mild guiding power has drawn them from 
faults, and from weaknesses, and from vain 
hankerings, and from the world ; and they have 
begun, as it were, to live anew — more thought- 
fully, but more happily ; and they verily thought 
the work was done. Alas for them ! the greatest 
work was yet to be begun. They were still 
living in themselves : self, with its hopes, and 
promises, and dreams, had still hold of them ; 
but He had begun to fulfil their prayers. They 
had asked for contrition, and He sent them 
sorrow ; they had asked for purity, and He sent 
them thrilling anguish ; they had asked to be 
meek, and He had broken their heart ; they had 
asked to be dead to the world, and He Blew all 
their living hopes ; they had asked to be made 
like unto Him, and He began to make them 
' perfect through sufferings ;' they had asked to 
lay hold of His Cross, and when He reached it 
out to them, it cut their hands ; they had asked 
they knew not what nor how, but He had taken 
them at their word, and granted all petitions. 
They were hardly willing to follow on so far, or 
to draw so nigh to Him. They had upon them 
an awe and a fear, as Jacob at Bethel, and as 
Eliphaz in the night-visions, or as the Apostles 
when they 'thought they had seen a spirit/ and 
' knew not that it was Jesus.' They were not 
ready to give up so much, to make so great a 
surrender of self, to forego so many things 
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which He permits others to enjoy, which they 
take as a matter of coarse, almost of necessity. 
The change in life was too searching and too 
deep. They felt in a perplexity. If they should 
draw hack, they could never he happy again ; 
and yet they feared His nearness. They could 
almost pray Him to depart from them, or to 
hide His awfulness. They find it easier to obey 
Him than to suffer ; to do, than to give up ; to 
bear the Gross, than to hang upon it. They 
have found His service growing year by year 
more blessed, but more awful ; dearer to them, 
but more exacting. Little did they know to 
what they pledged themselves when in that first 
season of awe they arose and followed His voice. 
But now they cannot go back, for they are too 
nigh to the unseen cross, and its virtues have 
pierced too deeply within them. Day by day 
they are giving up their old waking dreams; 
things they have pictured out, and acted over, 
in their imaginations and their hopes, one by 
one they let them go, with saddened but willing 
hearts. They feel as if they had fallen under 
some irresistible attraction, which is hurrying 
them into the world unseen ; and so in truth it 
is. He is fulfilling to them His promise, * And 
I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will draw all 
men unto Me.' Their turn is come at last — 
that is all. Before, they had only heard of the 
mystery ; now, they feel it. He has fastened 
on them His look of love, even as on Peter and 
Mary ; and they cannot choose but follow, and 
in following Him altogether forget both them- 
selves and all their visions of life. Little by 
little, from time to time, by fleeting gleams, the 
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mystery of His spiritual Cross shines out upon 
them. They behold Him high and lifted up, 
and the glory which rays forth from the wounds 
of His holy Passion ; and as they gaze upon it, 
they adore, and are changed into His likeness, 
and His mind shines out through them, for He 
dwells in them. They live alone with Him in 
high and unspeakable fellowship, willing and glad 
to lack what others over-enjoy — to be unlike all, 
so that they are only like to Him. 

"Such were the Apostles — such in all ages 
were they who now follow the Lamb whither- 
soever He goeth. Had they chosen for them- 
selves, or their friends for them, they would 
have chosen otherwise. They would have been 
brighter here, but less glorious in His kingdom ; 
they would have had Lot's portion, not Abra- 
ham's ; would have been full of happiness and of 
anxieties, of lower blessings and heavier bur- 
dens. If they had halted anywhere -, if He had 
taken off His hand and let them hang back, as 
they often yearned to do, what would they not 
have lost ; what forfeits in the morning of the 
resurrection! But He stayed them up even 
against themselves. Many a time ' their foot 
had well-nigh supped,' but He in His mercy 
held them up. And now, even in this life, they 
know that all He did was done well ; that it was 
good for them to stand alone with Him upon 
the mountain and in the cloud, and that not 
their own will, but His, was done in them." 1

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" Yet even sorrow and affliction, sent as the 

Punishment of our sins, have their privileges, 
f borne humbly and penitently, to us also, as 
to the penitent thief on the cross, they may be 
the entrance into Paradise. If we also, when 
outstretched upon our deserved cross, abide, as 
he did, patiently upon it, confessing, ' and we 
indeed justly,' with him we may see by our 
side the Saviottb Who for us died upon the 
Cross ; with him we may hear Him at the last 
say, * To-day shalt thou be with Me in Para- 
dise.' When sorrow and the cross come upon 
thee, seek not with the world to distract it; 
drive it not away with fresh sources of sorrow, 
but bid it welcome; cherish it as a heavenly 
visitant, as a messenger sent from God with 
healing to thy soul; and thou shalt find that 
thou ' entertainest angels unawares.' Thou 
shalt find the bow in the cloud, His light arising 
out of darkness, His form upon the troubled 
waters ; and if He hush them not, He shall say 
unto thy soul, * Fear not, for I am with thee ;' 
He shall make it gladlier to thee to lie low in 
trouble and anguish while He is with thee, than 
ever any of the joys of this world were while He- 
was less present with thee, or wherein thou for- 
gettest Him. The blessed lot is not to live 
joyously in the world, undisturbed by sorrow or 
suffering, having our * good things in this life,' 
left (God forbid !) to our own ways ; it is rather 
to have our ' evil things' here, that we may, by 
God's mercy, escape them hereafter; it is to lie 
low — well is it for us if it be of our own accord, 
yet anyhow to lie low — under His Cross ; though 
for the time it lie heavy upon us, it is not so 
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heavy as sin ; though it wound us, they are ' the 
wounds of a Friend ;' though its nails pierce us, 
they are but to let forth the disease which would 
consume us ; though it bow us to earth, it places 
us not so deep as we deserve to be ; it casts 
down only, that when we have learnt to lie there, 
in silence and humiliation, He may raise us up." 

" And as in doing, so also in suffering. Suffer, 
through God's merciful discipline, who leaves 
us not to the waywardness of our own hearts — 
suffer we all must. But to those who are seek- 
ing the things of earth, suffering is a mere evil ; 
by those who would seek the things above, it is 
often felt as the choicest gift their merciful 
Father's healing hand can give. For the end 
of our life is to learn to love our Creator alone, 
not for His gifts, but for Himself, as He Him- 
self will be the object of the love of those whom 
His mercy fits to love Him with an eternal love ; 
His creatures we should love only as they are 
His, in Him, for Him. But the love of things 
on earth creeps over us ; we love them for that 
which is earthly also, make idols of them, give 
them the love which we owe to God only, even 
while we persuade ourselves that we love God 
in them; and so in His mercy He withdraws 
them, that we may know ourselves, and having 
earthly joys withdrawn, may learn to stay our- 
selves upon Him. And so, though He undo one 
by one the links which bind us to this life and 
make this world joyous, (as He does, as we go 
on in life,) we shall, if we are wise, see them 
patiently unclasped one by one ; the objects of 
our affections, our strength, our health, we shall 
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resign them peacefully at His call, counting it 
the happy lot not to have, but to lose— to ' sow 
in tears/ if by His mercy we may 'reap in joy.' 
Tea, if we are wise, we shall pray Him often- 
times to 'correct' us, though 'in judgment, not 
in His anger,' if it be His will so to heal us, to 
give us trouble here, that He may give us rest 
in heaven." 



"And when heavier sorrows come, as it is 
often a privilege not to stifle them, so it is our 
wisdom and duty not to distract ourselves from 
them, nor allow ourselves to be distracted by 
others' well-meaning kindness. Every sorrow 
we meet with is a billow on this world's trouble- 
some sea, which we must cross upon the cross, 
to bear us nearer to our home. We may not 
then remain where we were ; we may not, when 
God's ' waves and storms have gone over us,' be 
what we were before ; we may and must bear 
our parts in the world's duties, but — in propor- 
tion to its heaviness and the loudness of God's 
warning voice in it— not, as we did, in its joys. 
Each trouble is meant to relax the world's hold 
over us, and our hold upon the world ; each loss 
to make us seek our gain in heaven ; each be- 
reavement to fix our hearts thither, whither we 
hope the treasures lent us are removed; each 
chastisement to deepen our repentance for those 
sins for which God has so chastened us." 



" Eather it is a Christian's joy, and comfort, 
and peace, and health, when God has laid him 
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low, there to lie — humble, in proportion as G-od 
has humbled him ; to lie low at the foot of His 
Cross, trusting that by the virtue of that Gross 
He will raise up those that willingly lie where 
He has placed them. It is well to be there, 
where God wills ; and so, whatever it be, sorrow 
bringing sin to remembrance, or agony for past 
sin, or dread of judgment, it is our wisdom not 
to vent it in excitement, much less to seek to dis- 
tract it or waste it, but to take it calmly Jiome 
to our bosoms and treasure it there, jealously 
watching lest we lose one drop of its wholesome 
bitterness; not anxious to escape sorrow, but 
anxious only not to lose its fruits, anxious only 
to escape with our lives in our hands out of that 
place which the Lobd will burn up, and from 
which, with the loss, it may be, of all, He is 
sending His angel to rescue us." 1 



The irritability of the stomach resisted all 
remedies, and gradually increased, until vo- 
miting followed almost every meal. Every 
variety of food, in quantities varying from a 
table-spoonful to a tea-cupful, was tried with- 
out avail. Sitting down with a keen appetite 
to her scanty and insipid meal, consisting of a 
little soup or mashed potato, or sometimes bread 
saturated with vinegar (which remained longer 
than most things), she was ofttimes compelled 
to quit the table before the repast was finished. 
To dissipate the sharp feelings of hunger, she

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feebly struggled), and are satisfied. Till that 
glorious moment may we both be kept as the 
apple of His eye, and may He hold up our goings 
in His paths, that our footsteps slip not. 

" I sometimes feel it a great trial to be so weak 
and good for nothing ; and though it is a con- 
stant struggle to keep up, which at times feels 
very painful, I have such overwhelming blessings 
that I cannot wish anything different. Indeed, 
I know it is a mercy to me to be reminded con- 
tinually that I carry about a body of sin and 
death, which calls for deep humiliation, and that 
the crazy tabernacle may at any moment be dis- 
solved. It has a blessed tendency to wean me 
from the world, and to keep in view that glorious 
inheritance purchased for us through the intense 
and solitary sufferings of the Son of God. I feel 
that weakness of body is a talent for the right 
use of which I shall have to give an account ; and 
when I see bow little there is iu me, which in 
the slightest degree stamps me as a child of 
God, I feel that I have cause for deep thankful- 
ness that the rod is so gently used. 

" Remember me on Wednesday, the anniver- 
sary of my baptism." 

I here transcribe part of a very touching 
and instructive note, which must go to the 
hearts of all readers ; and which will enable 
them faintly to realise the feelings of those, 
who daily witnessed the perfect resignation, 
the meekness and patience with which these 
sufferings were borne. In her were combined 
" tranquillity with pain, serenity with sorrow."

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" Oct. 18, 1842. 

" My very dear friend, — I know you will ex- 
cuse my very long silence, when I tell you I 
really have not been well enough to write ; and 
even now. take up my pen with some reluctance, 
because I feel so unable to write as I would. 
Do not, however, frighten yourself, and fancy I 
am very ill, or have been so. This is not the 
case; only the means used to relieve one in- 
firmity have excited fever, and made me for a 
time quite an invalid. 

" I am ready to fancy, sometimes, whether the 
true cause is ascertained ; but this is foolish. 
There is One, the only true Physician, who 
knows the cause and the cure. He has but to 
speak the word, and I shall be healed. In the 
meanwhile may I be seeking to cherish a spirit 
of cheerful submission and gratitude : knowing 
well, tha$ without a needs-be, trials are not con- 
tinued. Oh, may I search more and more my 
own heart; and may I be enlightened to see 
whether there be any cherished sin or forbidden 
idol harboured there ! Every day's, every hour's 
experience proves to me how much I need the 
purifying furnace ; and it is a great mercy not 
to be spared it •• how great an one, too, to have 
it heated so moderately I Still, dearest — — , I 
could not have supposed how much the comfort 
of our animal life depends on eating and drink* 
ing ; and I tell you so, that my experience may 
quicken you to still more thankfulness than you 
have ever yet felt for these daily mercies, so that 
you may never need such discipline as mine to 
teach you the greatness of these most common

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blessings. Oh ! if we might but learn even to 
eat ana drink ' to the glory of God V 

" 1 have just been reading a sentence in Law's 
Serious Call, and I will give it you for your edi- 
fication: — 'That you may look for nothing, 
claim nothing, resent nothing; that you may 
go through all the actions and accidents of lire 
calmly and quietly, as in the presence of Gob, 
looking wholly unto Him, acting wholly for 
Him ; neither seeking vain applause, nor re- 
senting neglects or affronts, but doing and re- 
ceiving every thing in the meek and lowly spirit 
of our Lord and Sayioub Jesus Christ.' 

" I have made one or two attempts to finish 
this, and now I hope to succeed. My stomach is 

not improved. Mr. said yesterday I must 

leave it, resigned to the will of Gob ; and so, 

dearest , I think I can. I have often asked 

for humility ; often to be able to eat and drink 
to the glory of God ; and is not my gracious 
Father taking me at my word, and granting 
me all my petitions ? Oh, if He is ! If by a 
humiliating process He is drawing me nearer to 
that blessed enclosure in His Church, lighted up 
with the glory of His continual Presence, and 
through weakness and helplessness teaching me 
the blessedness of a constant hanging upon Him, 
how ought I to thank Him! — Joy and peace 
are not strangers to me. I long for a more 
settled repose on the promises of God — a more 
abiding recollection of His Presence — a more 
calm, quiet walk with Him. But I sometimes 
hope 1 am being taught some preparatory les- 
sons, and am gradually being moulded anew. 
And now, dear , let me rejoice with you 
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when yon joy in the Lobd; and when yon 
mourn His apparent absence, let me sit by your 
side, as at the grave of our Beloved." 

Her will being thus brought into subjection 
to that of her " gracious Father/' she rapidly 
advanced towards that standard of holiness 
after which she struggled, and of which she 
writes as follows, in a letter to a friend : after 
speaking of some lovely scenery, she adds — 

" Surely, were sin done away, the curse re- 
moved, and all its consequences, we could not 
desire a more lovely world for our eternal home. 
We want but the perfect sanctification of our 
own nature — the continual enjoyment of the 
beatific vision of Him, whom, now unseen, we 
love — and the universal reign of His blessed 
Spirit in the hearts of all around us — to make 
our earth a heaven of perfect bliss. There is 
something very cheering in this thought, because 
it shows us how much we may even now realise 
of our heavenly inheritance. Every day we may 
know something more of a foretaste of it ; and, 
by the grace of God, every trifling event of each 
day may be made to conduce to this necessary 
end — even our own perfection. Why should 
those who rightly rest their every nope on 
Christ alone, and know that their only plea be- 
fore the judgment-seat will be His all-sufficient 
merits, and that these are enough — why should 
they be so afraid of urging upon themselves and 
others the necessity of a continual aim after ab- 
solute perfection f There does seem to me 
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something bo cheering, so animating, in the 
thought, that, since we are commanded to be per- 
fect and holy as our God, so perfect and holy in 
our measure we must eventually be ; for omnipo- 
tent grace must be able to accomplish what omni- 
potent love has commanded. And yet when we 
look at ourselves, and can scarcely, perhaps, see 
one step made towards the goal we have in view, 
how depressing would be the prospect, were it 
not that ' He is faithful who has promised !' and 
what is impossible with man is possible with God. 
And yet, dear , is it not the voice of Scrip- 
ture, from the first page to the last, that the 
road to heaven is up-hill work P it is a conflict, 
a warfare, a struggle ; it is a continual rowing 
against a strong current. There must be no 
resting on our oars — no slumbering by the way. 
Yet, blessed be God, we are not left to struggle 
on alone, or without hope. He who inclines us 
to maintain the warfare, aids us in it, and en- 
sures the victory. He makes what would be 
hard easy, and what would be bitter inexpressi- 
bly sweet. And when, guided by His hand, we 
finally reach our long-desired haven, how sweet 
it will be to rest on His bosom, and give to Him 
alone all the glory of our victory !" 

Thanks be to God, who hath given the vic- 
tory to thee, happy saint! Praised be His 
mercy for having taken thee, as we trust, to 
the " long-desired haven/' there to behold the 
face of Him, " Whom, having not seen," thou 
didst love so fervently, and in Whom thou art 
now made holy and for ever happy. Oh I 
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may we catch some portion of thy spirit, and 
thus love Jesus, our Emmanuel ! 

Like the Bereans of old, who first received 
the teachers of the Church, and then com- 
pared their teaching with the Word of God, 
our dear friend, amidst all her sufferings, dili- 
gently examined those points on which she 
had been taught to differ from the Church of 
the living God. At length, God rewarded 
His faithful handmaid by revealing to her 
fuller views of His truth; and she was ena- 
bled to receive the Scriptural and Church- 
doctrine of the Sacraments. During this long 
process of investigation she thus addressed a 
friend : — 

" May we both go on calmly and prayerfully ! 
May we search the Scriptures with the simple 
desire to receive all the blessed Spirit would teach 
us through them ! May He give us grace to 
renounce whatever is shown us to be error, and 
to receive with the simplicity of babes all that 
is shown us to be the truth, however opposed it 
may, possibly, be to our former prejudices ! But 
on the other hand, may we be enabled stedfastly 
to resist error, and to maintain the truth as we 
have been taught !" 

Oh, that Christians (instead of denouncing 
doctrines as " soul-destroying/' which are op- 
posed to their own notions) would thus sin- 
cerely, humbly, and prayerfully seek the truth I 
Then would those unhappy divisions and bick- 

g 2 
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erings which now rend Christ's Body be at 
an end; and we should "all come into the 
unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the fulness of 
Christ," &c. And surely this ought to be 
our aim, rather than fencing ourselves in with 
party opinions and prejudices ; for in so doing 
we may reject (oh, awful thought 1) God's 
eternal truth. 

On the 12th of December, 1842, the follow- 
ing letter on the subject of Baptism was written 
to this same friend : — 

" You ask me what are my thoughts now re- 
specting Baptism. 1 I feel very ignorant on this, 
as on every other subject. But I am comforted 
with that blessed promise of our Lobd, ' If any 
man will do His will, he shall know of the doc- 
trine,' &c. And I sometimes hope He is begin- 
ning to fulfil it to me, as the subject does appear 
in a somewhat clearer light than formerly. By 
one Spirit we are all baptised into one body: 
that one body must be the ' one holy Apostolic 
Church' founded by the Apostles on the immu- 
table Bock, Cheist Jesus. As the soul is to 

1 In ascertaining the Scripture-doctrine of Baptism, 
she was materially assisted by Mr. Kennaway's Treatise 
on Baptism, which removed some difficulties. The writ- 
ings of the Reformers, reprinted by tbe " Parker Society," 
satisfied her that they held the doctrine of baptismal rege- 
neration, and had embodied it in the formularies of tbe 
Church. And the fifth book of Hooker's Ecclesiastical 
Polity fully established her in this truth, as well as in the 
true doctrine of the holy Eucharist. 
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the body, so is Cheist to His Church. All, 
then, who are rightly baptised are joined to His 
body j and unless they choose to separate them* 
selves, will continue a part of His body. This 
is the same as being taken into covenant with 
Him. By the one Baptism for the remission of 
sins, the unconscious infant is reconciled to God 
through Jesus Cheist, its inherited guilt done 
away, the merits of Cheist imputed, and it is 
then made a child of God, a member of Cheist, 
and an inheritor of the kingdom of heaven. 
The child, like the prodigal, having been put into 
possession of such blessings, may despise and 
abuse them, separate himself from his home and 
his Father, and barter his inheritance for the 
husks of this perishing world. By repentance 
and faith (or renewal) all may be restored to 
him ; but if such grace is not bestowed, it is the 
son that is lost. He might have been happy in 
the privileges of his Father's house, but he 
rejected them : the whole was the result of his 
own choice. I do, then, believe, that the Word 
of Christ has given to the Sacrament of Bap- 
tism a saving efficacy so far as this — that by it 
the child of Adam, and alien from G-od, is made 
partaker (till again forfeited by transgression) 
of the saving benefits of Cheist' s death, taken 
out of the world, and placed within the kingdom 
of heaven. In that kingdom,, like the net of 
fishes and the field, are many who will never 
reach the kingdom of glory ; but this is only be- 
cause they like not the narrow way which leads 
thither. The net is broken by reason of the 
multitude of fishes ; and few, comparatively, are 
•brought safe to shore* Multitudes are baptised 
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and called; but how few are chosen! Many 
are joined to the Body of Christ who are not 
spiritually one with Him ; and many who hare 
not been baptised into the one risible body are 
partakers of Chbist. But, dearest, I feel afraid 
to write on this subject, lest I should give yon 
Wrong impressions. Do not mistake me. I 
believe that none, whether baptised or not, will 
have the inclination to walk answerably to their 
high profession, unless drawn to Chbist by the 
sovereign electing love of God the Fathbb." 

With this Scriptural view of Baptism she 
likewise held the true doctrine of Justification. 
On this important subject she expresses her 
views to a friend, who seemed to have some 
fears that she was " trusting in works," and 
not resting exclusively on Christ's merits for 
justification. None, however, who have read 
these pages will doubt the unreserved surrender 
of her every thought and affection to Christ, 
her deep self-abasement, entire renunciation of 
self, and absolute, exclusive reliance on His 
merits and righteousness. But believing and 
feeling all this, as she unquestionably did, she 
at the same time maintained the no less Scrip- 
tural doctrine of imparted holiness through 
the indwelling and operation of the Holt 
Spirit ; for she doubted not that, as faith is 
His gift, so also must works of righteousness 
necessarily issue from the heart in which He 
dwells. 

*' I believe that the salvation which Christ 
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died to procure for us is a salvation from the 
guilt, the power, and the penalty of sin. 2, 
That this salvation is the free gift of God, aris- 
ing from no merit in the object of His mercy. 
3. That the great Agent in this work is the 
Holt Spieit, who convinces of sin, and imparts 
faith and love. 4. That when God has thus 
made the corrupt heart of the sinner His tem- 
ple, He works there of His own good pleasure ; 
and holiness of life is the invariable result. 5. 
That by good works — springing, as they must 
do, from union with Chbist, and consequently 
aptly designated by the Apostle 'the work of 
faith, and labour of love ' — we are to be judged. 
6. That faith, being the fruit of the Spirit, can 
hardly precede the gift of the Spirit, but must 
spring from His indwelling power. 7. That it 
is by union with Chbist that the sinner is jus- 
tified, through His merits, and made a partici- 
pator in all the blessings of the covenant of 
grace. 8. That the fruits of holiness springing 
from this union with Chbist bring glory to 
God ; but cannot possibly have any thing to 
do with the ground of the sinner's justification, 
which from first to last can only be the blood 
and righteousness of Chbist ; but if made one 
with Him, of necessity he must know a grow- 
ing conformity to His likeness. Is it not, there- 
fore, the doctrine of Scripture, that, at the same 
time that God pardons the sinner, and takes 
him into His favour, He imparts to him that 
principle of holiness which leads in the end to 
perfect sanctification P" 

As the year drew to a close, her sufferings 
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increased, and the stomach became so irrita- 
ble, that scarcely any thing could be retained. 
Although the quantity of food taken was very 
small, it occasioned retching, which sometimes 
continued for two hours or more, until the 
larger portion was rejected. By this severe 
and searching discipline, by the practice of the 
Church-system, and deeper views of doctrine, 
the Holy Sfieit was working that mighty 
change within her which was evident to all 
around, though they knew not the principles 
which sustained her. She now realised the 
cheering truth, that she was suffering with 
Christ, and bearing His cross; and this 
enabled her to rejoice in tribulation. The 
subjugation of her will seemed complete. One 
circumstance may be here mentioned, which 
will exhibit her sweet submission. Her medi- 
cal friend having made arrangements for her 
benefit, which involved some expense and 
trouble to her friends, she was so deeply 
pained, that she wished to expose herself to 
much trouble and suffering to avoid this. In 
it state of great agitation she requested her 
sister to go and propose her plan to him, and 
beg him to accede. As soon as her sister re- 
turned, she arose from her couch, and asked 
with great eagerness, "Well, what does he 
say?" On her replying that the original 
plan was to be adhered to, she sunk back and 
said, "If he requires it, I have not a word 
more to say." This is one of many instances 
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of the entire submission of her own will. The 
excitability of her natural temperament was 
also completely subdued, and she displayed 
the meekness and gentleness of Christ : her 
heart was filled with the love of God, and her 
spirit soared to heaven. The Christmas pre- 
ceding her death, she wrote this most touching 
note to a friend, in which she unconsciously 
exhibits a perfect picture of her inner being. 
Written on S. Stephen's Day, 1842 :— 

" 1 am now come to such a pass, that scarcely 
anything will do. 1 am called, in a way 1 never 
was before, to live by faith. I am being taught 
the meaning of that petition, ' Give us this day 
our daily bread ;' and it is a cheering truth, that 
we do ' not live by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the mouth of God.' 
His word, which gives to every kind of food its 
sustaining quality, can and does afford to what 
He grants me, enough to help me daily through 
the day. But 1 want more thankfully and mora 
cheerfully to take up the daily cross— to be more 
sensible of the privilege of being chastened, and 
more softened under its moulding influence. A 
little while, and if we are faithful to the end, 
'we shall hunger no more, neither thirst any 
more ;' and being made perfect in the likeness of 
our Lobd, shall be satisfied. What an animat- 
ing glimpse we get of the glory to be revealed, 
in the Epistle for to-day ! Had we but the 
faith of the blessed Stephen, how easy we should 
find it to ' endure as seeing Him who is invisi- 
ble ' except to the eye of faith ! Well, there is 
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something most cheering in the assurance given 
us in Holy Scripture continually, that the work 
of grace is progressive. If it is only now ' the 
blade/ in a little while it may be * the ear, and 
then the full corn in the ear.' Patient con- 
tinuance in well-doing is our calling ; and there 
is at this joyous, but, as you rightly say, hum- 
bling and subduing season,', every thing to en- 
courage us to persevere, now that we are going, 
step by step to follow our blessed Saviour through 
the course of His patient intense and solitary 
suffering till all was concentrated in the agony of 
the cross. 91 

This remarkable allusion to her Saviour's 
sufferings, which the Church contemplates 
during the season of Lent, is such an accurate 
description of what she was called to pass 
through during that solemn season, that it 
seems like an intimation from Him who had 
appointed, and was likewise preparing her for 
this last severe conflict. 

A few weeks before her death, she wrote 
her last note, which so exhibits the resigna- 
tion of her will to God, and the calmness of 
her soul amidst increasing sufferings, that we 
cannot forbear giving the following extract :- 

"I do not think suspects any serious 

disease ; but it is evident that to all the medical 
men the obstinacy of the case is discouraging. 
To myself such an expression hardly suits my 
feelings. I think I am being taught not to 
look beyond to-day. I am neither sanguine as 
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to recovery, nor anxious at the prospect of re- 
maining as I am ; and this I feel to be a great 
blessing. I know that it only needs the word 
of Him who has * all power in heaven and in 
earth,' and the means used will be effectual ; but, 
if not, it must be because in perfect wisdom He 
sees it best for me and for others that I remain 
as I am. I do feel for those about me ; to them 
I am sure the trial is hardest to bear. At all 
times, and under all circumstances, we hold our 
lives on a most uncertain tenure ; and prepara- 
tion for our summons hence is as needful in the 
full vigour of health as in the languor of sick- 
ness. If we are living as in the presence of Gob 
at all times, remembering that His eye is upon 
us, and striving, in the renunciation of all beside, 
to live alone to Him, death can at no time be an 
unwelcome visitor, nor one for whom we are 
unprepared. It seems then to me, that it is 
a more profitable exercise to strive after the 
habitual recollection of the presence of God 
now than to dwell too much on the future. It 
may, perhaps, rather arise from selfishness than 
any better feeling, to desire too eagerly to de- 
part. And, on the contrary, a dread of that to 
which we may not yet be called, unsettles the 
mind, and prevents that calm and steady work- 
ing out of our salvation which is our present 
business. When we can peacefully ' commit 
the keeping of our souls in well-doing unto Gob 
as into the hands of a faithful Creator,' life or 
death, sickness or health, sorrow or prosperity, 
become about equal. But oh ! how hard it is to 
attain to this ! Happy for us that we have an 
Advocate with the Fatheb, and that we may 

H 
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boldly go to a throne of grace for the aid we so 
much need." 

Thus, full of heavenly peace, submissive 
faith, and holy resignation, did she stand, in 
the strength of God her Saviour, prepared 
for the last great trial. The feelings of her 
heart were expressed in these words of her 
favourite poet, which she repeated on her dying 
bed: — 

" Lord my God, do Thou Thy holy will — 
I will lie still : 
I will not stir, lest I forsake Thine arm, 

And break the charm 
Which lulls me, clinging to my Father's breast, 
In perfect rest."i 

The steady increase of the malady, and the 
rejection of almost all food which was taken, 
at length brought her into such a state of de- 
bility, that she was compelled to keep her 
room. 

I shall now endeavour, even at the risk of 
being tedious, to give a detailed, but simple 
account of the last few weeks of her purifica- 
tion and earthly sojourn. 

On Friday, February 10, the medical at- 
tendants made rather a long visit, just at the 
time when her scanty meal was usually taken. 
During their consultation she said, "I wish 
the doctors would go, that I might have my

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dinner, for I am extremely hungry/" (This 
hunger had been experienced for many weeks, 
but there was no possibility of appeasing it.) 
So powerfully did the grace of God work in 
this His faithful servant, that on returning to 
ber bedside, to announce that it was wished, 
as a last resource, that she should abstain 
from all food and drink for twenty-four hours, 
to give the stomach perfect rest, she (not- 
withstanding the feeling of extreme hunger) 
meekly and unhesitatingly acquiesced ; calmly 
replying, " I will do any thing that may be 
thought best." And so stedfastly was this 
plan adhered to, that she would not take a 
drop of water to moisten her mouth, lest it 
should defeat the object of her medical ad- 
visers. During the evening she was silent; 
and felt greatly exhausted. 

On the following day, the feeling of hunger 
was so excessive, that she longed earnestly for 
food, when she heard the preparation for the 
family breakfast. Whilst her friends were 
enjoying those bounties of Providence which 
were forbidden to her, she read, according to 
custom, the Morning Lessons. The second 
was the 11th chapter of S. Mark's Gospel; 
and she found on this, as on many other occa- 
sions, that unspeakable comfort and support 
from the daily service, which those only can 
know who thus follow the system of Christ's 
. holy Church. When sympathising with her 
in the evening, and expressing regret that such 
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severe medical discipline should be thought 
necessary, she smiled, and sweetly replied, 
" As I heard the preparation for breakfast, I 
did think it hard that I might not have some ; 
but when I read in the second lesson, that my 
Saviour was hungry, and went up to the fig- 
tree to satisfy His hunger, but found nothing 
thereon, — you know I could not feel hungry 
after that." 

The prostration of strength and irritation 
of the stomach now became so great, that it 
was absolutely necessary again to attempt the 
administration of small quantities of nourish- 
ment. But the only way in which it could 
be retained was in the form of effervescing 
draughts, containing a little dissolved jelly. 
This plan, however, failed, and was soon re- 
linquished ; but, during the ensuing week, she 
was enabled to retain a little jelly with a small 
portion of butter. 

18th. A day of great suffering, but borne 
with quietness and patience. On remarking, 
in the evening, that it had been a trying day, 
she smilingly replied, " Yes ; but it is all over 
now." 

19th, Sexages. Sunday. Exceedingly weak, 
and scarcely able to speak beyond a whisper, 
but was edified and strengthened by the Epistle 
for the day ; and after speaking of the suffer- 
ings of the saints, she remarked, " How dif- 
ferent are our soft and easy lives to that of S. 
Paul, which was so full of trials !" 
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On the 21st, it was made known to her' 
that life was drawing to a close. On hear- 
ing this, she looked bright and happy, having * 
anticipated protracted weakness and suffer- 
ing. When, however, she seriously contem- 
plated the great change, and thought of sepa- 
ration from her dear friends, her mind was 
awed and somewhat depressed. Finding her 
in this state, I left these words for her nightly 
meditation, which through God's blessing, 
cheered her fainting heart : " Let your soul 
be calmly stayed on God, and He will give 
you peace. Let all your sorrows and re- 
quests be made known unto Him by prayer 
and supplication, and His peace will fill and 
keep youi mind and heart, through Jesus 
Christ." 

The remainder of the week was occupied in 
settling all her worldly affairs, and taking 
leave of her friends. With the calpmess of 
one arranging mere ordinary duties, she dis- 
posed of all her books and various little articles 
among her numerous friends, none of whom 
were forgotten. When speaking of her suf- 
ferings, she said, what was laid on her ought 
not to be called sufferings, for all was so mer- 
cifully mitigated; and the remembrance of 
what her Saviour endured made all that she 
had to bear seem as nothing. " The peace I 
feel is unspeakable. The prospect before me 
is so bright ; and the thought of seeing my Sa- 
viour face to face, and being free from sin 
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and temptation, is a constant source of joy." 
Truly it was 

11 Joy past compare : gladness unutterable ; 
Imperishable life of peace and love ; 
ExhausUess riches and unmeasured bliss." 

Feb. 26, Quinquages. Sunday. Very weak, 
and suffering much from pain, hunger, and 
thirst; for no solid food had been taken for 
some days, and the stomach began to loathe 
even the small quantity that had hitherto sus- 
tained her. But it was a day of great happi- 
ness ; the beautiful Collect and Epistle fanned 
the flame of divine love within her. 

Mar. 1. Ash- Wednesday. Proposed to read 
to her each day of this solemn season, so long 
as she might be spared to us, a portion of 
Williams on the Passion, to which she joyfully 
acceded. It then seemed improbable and 
scarcely possible that she should continue very 
long. 

Sbe remarked that it had been a cause of 
some anxiety to determine how she should 
observe this season, so as not to place a 
stumbling-block in the way of others. "But," 
she said, "how wrong it is to be anxious; 
for my heavenly Father has taken it but of 
my hands, and has Himself appointed my dis- 
cipline." 

The prayers of the Church were offered for 
her daily, at the eight-o'clock morning service, 
to her great comfort ; she often referred to it 
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in suffering, and expressed the consolation she 
felt from the assurance that many friends were 
praying for her. 

5th, 1st Sun. in Lent. Very weak and de- 
pressed, but able calmly to trust in and rest 
on Christ. The Epistle and Gospel for the 
day led to conversation on the trials of the 
Apostles, and on the fasting and temptation 
of our blessed Lord, which the Church sets 
before us as our encouragement and example 
during this solemn season. She dwelt with 
great delight on the truth, that Christ is our 
Example in suffering, and that, having en- 
dured temptation, He is able to sympathise 
with and succour His people. The considera- 
tion of the services of the day, and the visit of 
a clergyman, very much cheered her. The 
Holy Communion was to have been adminis- 
tered to her this day ; but this privilege being 
denied her, she meekly acquiesced, although it 
was a great deprivation and trial. 

6th. Much distressed during the night with 
pain and hunger. The jelly, &c, producing 
great irritation, was given up, and she requested 
to have coffee, in which a small portion of isin- 
glass was dissolved, which was given at in- 
tervals, in quantity not exceeding a table- 
spoonful ; but even this was soon rejected. 

Friday, March 10. The stomach was so 
irritable, that the dear sufferer begged that 
nothing might be given to her. The fits of 
Violent retching and consequent exhaustion 
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which now came on, were most painful to 
witness. They continued, with more or less 
violence, until within a few days of her death ; 
and it was truly heart-rending to behold her 
emaciated form tried with exertion sufficient 
to exhaust even the most robust. But it was 
a delightful and heavenly spectacle, to witness 
the unwearied patience, the lamb-like meekness 
of the saintly sufferer ; for not a word or look 
of impatience or fretfulness escaped her,. When 
exhausted by these violent efforts, she meekly 
laid her head upon her pillow, with "such 
floods of gladness on her visage shower'd," 
that we were then scarcely able to realise her 
sufferings. For the space of forty-eight hours, 
after having requested that nothing might be 
given to her, the lips were only moistened with 
a camels-hair brush dipped in water ; and even 
then, if a drop passed into the throat, it oc- 
casioned retching. The thirst, was now ex- 
cessive ; and she remarked, " I never knew 
what thirst was until now ; the agony far ex- 
ceeds anything that I have ever imagined. 
It enables me to realise, in some degree, the 
meaning of our Lord's saying on the cross, 
' I thirst/ I feel it is a great blessing to be 
made, even in this small degree, a partaker 
of His sufferings." In the course of the day 
she said, " Oh, how differently is my dying 
bed watched over to what my Saviour's was I 
He thirsted, but would not drink, because 
He would not lessen the depth of those suf- 
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ferings He was undergoing for us; but I 
wish to drink, and cannot." The daily les- 
sons were still read to her at intervals, as she 
could bear them, and they afforded the same 
consolation and support, under God's bless- 
ing, which she had so constantly experienced 
during her protracted illness. The Morning 
Lessons were at this time most applicable, 
being S. Luke's account of the Passion of 
our blessed Lord; and those chapters in S. 
John's Gospel containing the precious pro- 
mises of the Divine Redeemer to all who 
thirst. When speaking to ber of the suffer- 
ings of Christ, she replied, " How good, how 
compassionate He is ! He endured every kind 
of human woe, that He might be able to sym- 
pathise with us." Whilst reading one of the 
Morning Psalms (88th), she said, "Christ 
did not deign to receive any alleviations of His 
sufferings ; is it right for me to do it V 9 

The dear sufferer now asked for a little hot 
water when the retchings came on, which was 
the only thing she took for some days. Her 
spirit, however, abounded in thanksgivings 
that she was again able to drink, without its 
producing spasm in the throat. The repeated 
sickness, together with paroxysms of violent 
pain, reduced her to the greatest state of ex- 
haustion, so that life seemed to be fast ebbing 
away. On one occasion the sharpness of the 
pain made her clasp her hands and cry, " Hea- 
venly Father, sustain me 1" In the evening, 
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when speaking to her of the privileges which 
the blessed Saviour was conferring upon her, 
in thus calling her to partake largely of His 
sufferings, she said, " Oh yes, it is a mercy and 
a privilege ! He only laid upon me just as 
much as He enabled me to bear. He knows 
what is best, and He sees that I need the 
purifying furnace; and I pray that He will 
only give me patience to the end. I want 
to be conformed to His Image. I want, not 
merely to be patient, but to rejoice in suffer- 
ing." Never will the remembrance of this 
scene of surpassing loveliness fade from our 
minds. Never shall we lose the brightness 
of that angelic radiance which beamed from 
her blissful countenance in these hours of ex- 
tremest agony : 

" God's love 
Seem'd from her visage shining," 

and indicated the deep peace which reigned 
within, and which, to the gentle whisper, 
" Sister, is it peace V prompted the response, 
"Yes, the sweetest peace." Yes, it was a 
peace " which monarchs could not grant, nor 
all the* powers of earth and hell confederate 
take away." It was not the slumber of apa- 
thy, or spiritual death ; but the deep tranquillity 
of God — the indwelling Presence of the Holy 
One, sustaining the spirit of one deeply sensible 
of her own sinfulness, and conscious of His 
perfect purity. The solemn stillness which 
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reigned around, brought forcibly to our minds 
the verses of one of her favourite poems : 

" Yet not the lightest tone was heard 
From angel-harp or angel-hand, 
And not one plumed pinion stirr'd 
Among the bright adoring band ; 

* 

" For there was silence in the sky, 
A joy that angels could not tell, 
As from its mystic fount on high 
The peace of God in stillness fell." 

The pain and retching being partially checked 
by medicine, we enjoyed many moments of 
sweet communion; dwelling frequently on 
those gracious truths which the Church un- 
folds from the Sacred Scriptures, Philip, iii. 
10; Coloss. i. 24, as comforting to those in 
affliction. It was a source of unspeakable 
comfort and strength to her soul, to know 
that, as a member of Christ's mystical Body, 
she was suffering in and with Him, bearing 
His Cross: — the realisation of this doctrine, 
and a living union with Him, sustained her 
patience. She often said, that she must have 
been overwhelmed, had she been trusting to 
feelings instead of leaning on this gracious 
doctrine. She added, " I have often been im- 
patient, and He so patient. I have been re- 
bellious, and He long-suffering; but now He 
is bringing down my rebellious will, and mak- 
ing me so happy." Frequently, after severe 
suffering, she would repeat this passage from 
the Plain Sermons, which seemed to be re- 
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mark ably accomplished in her own case : " If 
we also when out-stretched upon our deserved 
cross, abide, as he did" (the penitent thief) 
" patiently upon it, confessing, * and we indeed 
justly/ with him we may see by our side the 
Saviour, Who for us died upon the Cross ; 
with him we may hear Him at the last say, 
* To-day shalt thou be with Me in Paradise/ " 

During one paroxysm of pain she began, 
" By Thine agony and bloody sweat, by Thy 
Cross and Passion" — here her voice failed. 

When sympathising with her, on having to 
bear so protracted and heavy a cross ; and re- 
marking that He Who died for her was suffer- 
ing in her; with a joyous countenance she 
quoted, from the above-named sermons, "He 
Who put it there will help thee under it; He 
will support thy lagging steps, and strengthen 
thy feeble knees ; He will gild it, and make 
it glorious and bright, and lighten it, that it 
press not heavily upon thee, for He Himself 
will bear it again for thee, and make it joyous." 

Her misery was greatly increased by the 
dryness of the mouth, accompanied with ex- 
cessive soreness of the tongue, and spasm in 
the throat on attempting to swallow ; but no- 
thing disturbed her patience. When very 
weak and low, she said, " I cannot shout c Vic- 
tory, victory V I can only lie at the foot of the 
Cross, and look up. I can trust God, and I 
am sure He will not forsake me; but I want 
to feel greater love towards Him. I want to 
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suffer more cheerfully. After some conversa- 
tion on the blessedness of Paradise, " the com* 
munion of saints," and the resurrection, she 
remarked, " It is a delightful thought that we 
shall be one in Christ, though in different 
parts of the same Church, and shall enjoy a 
closer and more real communion then than 
now. I cannot express the comfort I have 
lately had from meditating on this truth. Will 
you not think of me in the Com munion- Ser- 
vice, and on All-Saints' Day V- When asked, 
" Do you not now see the injustice of charging 
orthodox churchmen with putting the Church 
in the place of Christ, for does not that sys- 
tem make Him the ' all in all/ and teach us to 
realise His Presence everywhere V 9 " Oh yes," 
she replied, " most completely : it takes us out 
of ourselves, and throws us upon Him." 

Contrasting her present feelings with those 
she had on recovering from a dangerous ill- 
ness some years before, she said, "Life has 
now such a different aspect to what it then 
had. At that time I dreaded coming back to 
life, for it seemed nothing but a scene of sin 
and temptation : but now, if it should please 
my heavenly Father to raise me up again, I 
feel that I should still be in Christ's king- 
dom, the Church." 1 

1 This consolatory truth is not sufficiently dwelt on by 
Christians , when mourning the departure of the faithful. 
Nothing would tend more to cheer the wounded spirit, 
and to chasten its sorrow, than fully to realise that the de- 
parted saint has been merely transplanted from the outer

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The protracted and unceasing suffering, aris- 
ing from hunger, thirst, pain, and retching, 
made her long to be at rest; and she often 
asked if it would soon be at an end. " Oh I 
hunger" she said, " is hard to bear. I had no 
idea what it was to die of hunger. But God 
knows and does what is best." At times she 
had scarcely power to speak ; but during her 
bright moments she would converse freely. 
On one of these occasions she alluded to her 
separation from "Friends," stating that the 
points of difference now appeared stronger and 
more important than ever, adding, "What 
condemnation should I now feel if I had held 
back ! What should I have done at such a 
time as this with my former views V 9 

One day when speaking on the subject of 
sanctification, she said, " What must they feel, 
at such an hour as this, who are looking only 
for imputed righteousness, without seeking the 
inward conformity to Christ ? I have a most 
overwhelming sense of my own unworthiness 
and nothingness ; but I feel also, that unless 
Christ makes me inwardly holy, I can never 
see His Face. Oh, what a prayer is that, 
'The very God of peace sanctify you wholly/ " 
&c. At the same time she added, " I cannot 
be sufficiently thankful for the comfort and 
benefit which the services of the Church have 
been to me during my illness." 

part of Christ's Church to that inner court; where His 
glorious Presence is openly manifested. 
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From tbe Fifth Sunday in Lent to Palm- 
Sunday her refreshment consisted of the juice 
of orange, or that of black currants, and small 
quantities of tea without sugar or milk, which 
she was permitted to enjoy. This she thought 
was given to her of God ; having prayed, that 
before her death He would grant her some one 
thing which she might take. 

She now expressed no desire to be at rest ; 
but rather a willingness to wait, if suffering 
was in store for her. On a relative remarking 
that the hour of her release appeared to be 
drawing near, she assented with a joyful smile. 
He then said, " But you are not anxious, my 
love \ you are willing to wait for your Lord — 
to abide His time ?" " Oh, yes I" she replied ; 
" perfectly so. If I am in Him, why need I 
care?" -And on adding that she would soon 
be at rest, she replied, " Best in Him : all is 
sweet peace ; but a conflict may come." She 
was too weak to talk much, except at intervals ; 
and then a few sentences exhausted her. I 
often whispered a text of Scripture or a Collect 
in her ear, to her great comfort. On one oc- 
casion she asked for " that prayer containing 
that petition for a sinner of Thine own re- 
deeming."' 

On Friday, April 7th, she sent this message 
to one of her brothers : — " Tell him it has been 
certainly a struggle" (meaning her not having 
been called earlier from suffering) ; " but now

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I am enabled cheerfully to submit, and to wait 
patiently, till God's forming hand has wrought 
all His will in me. I have nothing upon my 
conscience, which is a great mercy ; not a cloud 
— all is sweet peace, and joy, and comfort. 
But my only hope is in the infinite mercy and 
all-atoning merits of the Son of God. Tell 
him/' she added, " that the sufferings of the 
body have abounded, but that the consolations 
of Christ have far more abounded." This 
was a day of great happiness, as all Fridays 
were, for she then deeply meditated on the 
Passion of our Lord. On whispering to her, 
"He said, It is finished; and He bowed His 
head, and gave up the ghost/' she replied, €t I 
thought that you came in the night and gave 
me that text." Whilst sitting by her in the 
evening, when she was suffering from severe 
pain in the chest, she asked the cause of it ; 
and then said, " / am so happy — I have the 
sweetest peace — a delightful foretaste of bliss — 
all that I could desire." In a few minutes she 
continued : " I am very thankful my heavenly 
Father has not called me sooner ; for I am 
afraid there was some impatience, which wanted 
subduing. I have not had one pain too much ; 
all was needed." This beautiful, simple tes- 
timony to her sanctification called forth our 
thanksgivings to Him, Who had so purified 
her through suffering. What she considered 
as impatience was merely the often-expressed 
desire to be at rest ; but even this desire was 
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no longer felt; she was perfectly content to 
wait God's time. Thus purified in the fur- 
nace, the will of this faithful disciple was brought 
into entire subjection and conformity to that of 
her heavenly Father. Grace triumphed over 
nature, and Satan, foiled in all his machina- 
tions, was trodden under the feet of the dyingf 
saint. It may be that he was permitted to try 
her to the utmost through the body ; but, in 
its prostration, he was not allowed to cast one 
doubt or cloud across her mind. To use her 
own expressive words: "Satan," she said, 
smiling, " can do nothing ; he can only tease 
me, when I am very hungry and thirsty, by 
putting before me nice soups and dishes, and 
suggesting that they would be very refreshing, 
and do me good. This is all he can do. Oh 1 
what a mercy it is that he has not been per- 
mitted to harass me .with doubts. It is only 
the body — all is peace within — perfect peace ! 
My precious Saviour is near, and supports 
me; but it is often quite as much as I can 
bear. I had no idea of such suffering before." 
She constantly asked us to pray for her that 
her patience might endure; that her heart 
might be filled with the love of God ; " for 
then," she said, " all will be easy to bear." 
When labouring under great oppression, her 
spirit was cheered with the recollection that 
" He was oppressed" Never have we seen so 
lovely, so CHRisT-like, so instructive an ex- 
ample as this ; for, as her trials thickened upon 

i 2 
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her, following each other in quick succession, 
and lengthened out day by day and week by 
week, so as almost to weary the watchful 
friends around, we sometimes felt that Satan 
must prevail, and her patience be exhausted. 
But oh ! how faithful is our Incarnate God 1 
He heard the prayers of this His devoted ser- 
vant, as He did the request of the mother of 
Zebedee's children, and graciously gave to her 
to drink of His cup, and to be baptised with 
His baptism. He called her to follow Himself 
in hunger, thirst, and temptation, through the 
wilderness; and as the great adversary tried 
all his arts to make her murmur against her 
God, they recoiled on himself, and only served 
to confirm her patience, and increase her love, 
resignation, and thankfulness. Each separate 
assault drove her further into the ark, and knit 
her more closely to the Saviour Whom she 
loved, and Whose Cross and gracious Presence 
she discerned in all. Her most earnest desire 
was to follow Him " step by step," to be con- 
formed to His image, to be nailed to His Gross, 
" to be altogether like her Lord." It was a 
most touching and subduing sight to look, day 
by day, upon that emaciated but bright and 
happy face —

to see a nervous and excitable being as calm, 
patient, peaceful, and playful, as though she 
had no sufferings or trials to endure ; and to 
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witness the heavenly smile which playe^ over 
her features whenever she spoke of her afflic- 
tions ; fearful lest her friends should know the 
extent of her sufferings, and be distressed. She 
exhorted them not to love her for her own sake, 
but for Christ's. 

During the day her sister spoke of the death 
of the Rev. R. Anderson, and mentioned some 
points of similarity in their cases; to which 
she replied — " Mr. Anderson was a great saint, 
while I am the poorest of the poor, the weakest 
of the weak, the vilest of the vile. But He is 
an all-pardoning God — an all-sufficient God — 
an all-atoning God — a covenant-keeping God ; 
yes, He is a covenant-keeping God." 

This truth, the faithfulness of God, was an 
especial comfort and stay to her soul through- 
out. She felt much at the thought of leaving 
her dear and only sister, whom she urged to 
"look to the sympathising Friend of sinners." 
" Look/' she said, " to my God and your God ; 
to my Saviour, and your Saviour." Fre- 
quently she exhorted her to strive after holi- 
ness, saying, " I am only just creeping into 
heaven ; but do you seek to have an abundant 
entrance." On another occasion she besought 
her to be much in prayer. " It is one thing to 
pray, and another to lead a life ofjyrayer. We 
must be constantly praying and struggling. 
The Christian must not look for rest here/' 

During the whole period of her last illness 
she was most watchful for her friends and 
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attendants, arranging for each to have their 
meals regularly, and to take their proper rest. 
None among °er friends were forgotten, and 
to many, messages of affection were sent. One 
was exhorted to uphold, by faith and prayer, 
the hands of her parochial minister, instead of 
wandering after others. Another, she begged 
to adopt the system of the Church, " which 
has been," she said, "such an inexpressible 
comfort to me in my affliction." To one 
friend, who expressed a desire to have some 
passage of Scripture for her instruction, she 
sent the 12th of Romans, a chapter which she 
used for self-examination before the holy Eu- 
charist; and as an encouragement to her to 
aim at the high standard therein exhibited, 
she likewise sent an extract on victory over 
the world, from vol. iii. of Plain Sermons, pp. 
85, 86. 

Saturday, April 8th. Feeling extremely 
weak and oppressed, and thinking death was 
approaching, she remarked that it was sweet 
to walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death, for Jesus had been before, and she trod 
in His footsteps. Her sister said, "and to 
fear no evil." To which she replied, "For 
Thy rod and Thy staff they comfort me." 
And again said, " Rise up, my love, my fair 
one, and come away. For, lo, the winter is 
past, the rain is over and gone ; the flowers 
appear on the earth ; the time of the singing- 
birds is come," &c. (Song of Sol. ii. 10 — 12.) 
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Her very retentive memory enabled her to re- 
peat long portions of Scripture, and passages 
from many other books. 

Palm Sunday. The senses began to fail, 
and the mind occasionally to wander. When 
told that her Easter would be spent in Para- 
dise, her wan face slowed with heavenly 
brightness. 

Monday in Passion-week. Her heart seemed 
overflowing with love to God. "I should like 
it, if all the world would sing, ' Glory to God ; 
peace on earth, and good-will to men.' What 
a sweet, soothing, harmonious sound it must 
have been to the shepherds !" Her sister ob- 
served, that she would soon join with the com- 
pany of heaven in singing His praise ; she re- 
plied, " And I shall join with you too, when 
you are singing the Sanctus in the Commu- 
nion Service." 

Tuesday. More confused, and great diffi- 
culty in speaking. On reviving a little, she 
clasped her withered hands, and with uplifted 
eyes, whispered, " O my Saviour, when wilt 
Thou come for me ? Link my weakness with 
Thy strength, and bear for me, and do for me, 
what I cannot bear for myself." When read- 
ing to her some parts of Keble's solemn hymn 
for the day, she caught up the last verse : — 

" Love masters agony ; the soul that seem'd 
Forsaken feels her present God again, 
And in her Father's arms 
Contented dies away." 
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On Wednesday, perceiving that she wan- 
dered very much at intervals, I asked her in 
the evening, " Are you now able to think and 
pray ?" " Yes/' she replied, " and to praise 
too: 9 

Her blessed spirit was now fast gliding to 
the valley of the shadow of death, and she 
seemed almost lost to the external world. Wish- 
ing to ascertain if she was still conscious, I 
said, " Do you know me ?" she quickly an- 
swered, " Know you ? O yes ! your step, your 
voice, your touch V 

Whilst keeping watch around her bed on 
Thursday night, I whispered to her, " This is 
the hour in which the whole Church calls to 
mind the agony of her Divine Lord in the 
garden of Gethsemane." Weak and bewil- 
dered though she was, the very mention of 
her adored Saviour, and the slightest allusion 
to the sacred seasons in which the Church 
commemorates His holy Passion, was suffi- 
cient to awaken her dormant faculties. With 
difficulty she enunciated, " Thank you for re- 
minding me : I had been thinking it was near, 
but could not remember the exact time." 
How strongly does this show the bias of her 
soul, and how, in weakness and in death, the 
hallowed seasons of the Church brought be- 
fore her mind the details of Christ's myste- 
rious and awful Passion ! However prostrate, 
or incapable of fixed attention, the ever-recur- 
ring fast and festival brought the Great Ex- 
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emplar before her, and filled the soul with de- 
vout and hallowed affections. O that God 
would dispose the hearts of all who read these 
pages, earnestly and devoutly to use these gra- 
cious and blessed helps to holiness and peace. 

Good Friday, April 14, 1843. Our beloved 
friend, and sister in the Lord, had now, to use 
her own words (see Letter on S. Stephen's Day), 
followed, though at an infinite distance, the 
blessed Saviour, " step by step, through the 
course of His patient, intense, and solitary 
sufferings/' and having continued (like the 

Eenitent thief) "patiently outstretched upon 
er deserved cross," her Saviour was now 
about to say to her, " To-day shalt thou be 
with Me in Paradise." 

A keen thrill of sorrow passed through our 
soul as wi entered the room on the morning 
of this sacred day, and found that the dull ear 
no longer recognised the well-known step, the * 
dim eye perceived not the form of a friend, 
nor was the emaciated hand stretched forth, as 
it was wont to be. The hand of death was 
upon her with whom we had so often held 
sweet and sacred counsel. She was passing 
from shadows and symbols to the enjoyment of 
Him, the End and Object of them all. During 
the whole day, the vital powers were gradually 
dying away. Between nine and eleven in the 
evening, life seemed almost extinct; but she 
lingered in the flesh, though dead to all out- 
ward things, until about two o'clock a.m. of 
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the morn of Holy Saturday, when, without a 
sigh, her happy soul feel asleep in Jesus, in 
the 34th year of her age. So calmly, so 
gently, so peacefully did her spirit pass away, 
that those around scarcely knew that she was 
gone. Her departure was soft and noiseless 
as the movements of angelic wings. Oh, the 
burst of rapture, the tide of bliss, which filled 
thee, thou happy, happy saint, when first thy 
emancipated spirit entered into rest ! We 
mourn our loss, but rejoice in thy gain — re- 
joice that thou art gone from suffering to rest 
—to slake thy parching thirst at fountains of 
living water — to satisfy thy craving hunger 
with the food of immortality — to be clothed in 
" fine linen, clean and white, even the righte- 
ousness of saints" — for ever freed from sin, 
which thou didst loathe, and investecbwith per- 
fect holiness, after which thy spirit panted — > 
* and, above all, to live, and gaze with adoring 
rapture on the face of Him, Whom, having 
not seen, thou didst intensely love ; until the 
archangel's trump shall awaken the moulder- 
ing body to life and glory, to be reunited to 
thy purified spirit, to dwell for ever and ever 
in the presence of God. And we now wait in 
hope — faintly striving to follow thy steps! 
" Oh, may thy mantle fall on us !" And may 
thine example quicken us to watchfulness and 
prayer, that we too may be conformed in life 
and death to the Image of our Redeemer 1 
Easter Even, 1843, was a day ever to be 
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remembered by her friends. With hearts 
bowed down with the contemplation of the 
Saviour's sufferings, and stricken with the loss 
of our dear friend, the evening service of the 
Church came with subduing power: had it 
been framed specially for the occasion, it could 
not have expressed more fully the deep feel- 
ings, nor touched more truly the tenderest 
strings of the hearts of those among her 
friends, who were mingled with that little 
band of devout worshippers. 

" Thus souls, by nature pitch'd too high, 
By sufferings plunged too low, 
Meet in the Church's middle sky, 
Half-way 'twixt joy and woe, 

" To practise there the soothing lay 
That sorrow best relieves ; 
Thankful for all God takes away, 
Humbled by all He gives." 

I have now finished the painful but edify- 
ing task of tracing this work of Divine grace : 
and although I have exhibited our blessed 
friend, enduring in calmness and patience the 
most trying sufferings ; following her Saviour 
unwearied, un repining, and becoming more 
patient, resigned, and thankful, as afflictions 
deepened, I have yet given but a faint concep- 
tion of her lovely character. The following 
extract from a sermon on "Christ our ex- 
ample in suffering," preached on Palm Sunday 
by the clergyman who had frequently visited 
and comforted her during her illness, contains 
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a perfect though brief sketch of her bright 
example. 

" And this leads me to remark, in conclusion, 
what I trust, indeed, has never been absent 
from our thoughts, that the power of following 
Chei8T in His suffering, as in all the other 
parts of His most holy example, is wholly the 
gift and working of the Spirit of God. It is 
part of the new creation, the renovation of our 
fallen moral nature, in the image of Him Who 
created us. And therefore S. Paul prayed for 
the Colossians — and let us take it as the model 
of our own daily petitions — that they might c be 
strengthened with all might, according to God's 
glorious power, unto all patience and long-suf- 
fering, with joyfulness.' Very different, indeed, 
from the murmuring discontent of our natural 
temper — the complaining impatience with which 
men suffer the trials and afflictions of life, is 
that calm and gentle submission to the will of 
G-od, which is the copy, however faint, of our 
Lobd's example — the working of the Holt 
Spirit. And I know not, dear brethren, where 
we shall find a stronger proof of the truth of 
our religion, and the faithfulness of our G-od, 
than in this. The raptures of enthusiasm may 
proceed from a disordered fancy ; inordinate 
love of admiration may support men through 
tortures great as those of martyrdom; but 
when we see wilful and impatient man, and 
even weak and timid woman, with few to know, 
and none to praise — without the spur of imagi- 
nation, or the excitement of exertion, day after 
day, and week after week, and month after 
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month, calmly, gently, thankfully submitting to 
sufferings which it is painful but to think of — 
breathing no word of irritation, no murmur of 
complaint — careful that not even the counte- 
nance should betray the intensity of pain, and 
look like impatience — praising God in affliction, 
yea, for affliction ; and as each source of enjoy- 
ment dries up, one by one, only more thankful 
for the blessings which are left — oh ! if the argu- 
ments of irreligion were a thousand times more 
potent than they are, here is a proof that would 
outweigh them all, that God is faithful, and 
will not forsake His servants : that there is in 
the Gospel a power to change the natural heart, 
and renew it unto holiness. 

So long as she retained the power of thought 
and speech, she bore her faithful testimony to 
Christ's holy Church ; witnessing to the 
purity of her doctrines, the beauty of her ri- 
tual, and the apostolic order of her polity. 
And God graciously rewarded this His faithful 
servant by granting her the privilege which 
she so earnestly desired on her dying bed — 
that of resting under the shadow of the Church 
she loved ; and thus, as she witnessed faithfully 
to the truth in life, so now, " being dead," she 
yet proclaims her fellowship in the One ever- 
lasting Church of Christ. 

On Saturday, April 22, we followed the 

mortal remains of dear Eliza to their 

resting place, in a vault under H Church, 

belonging to the Rector, who kindly expressed 
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a wish to have the remains of " such a saint" 
mingled with his own family. Her body was 
committed to the tomb, "in sure and certain 
hope of the resurrection to eternal life," by 
the clergyman who had baptised her into the 
Church of Christ. God Almighty mercifully 
grant that all who read these pages may follow 
Christ as faithfully and earnestly as did the 
subject of this memoir, and likewise rest in 
peace and hope ! 

Some who were present on that mournful 
occasion will appreciate these exquisite verses, 
attributed to the author of the Christian Year. 



" I thought to meet no more, so dreary seem'd 
Death's interposing veil, and thou so pore. 
Thy place in Paradise 
Beyond where I could soar, 

Friend of this worthless heart ! But happier thoughts 
Spring, like unbidden violets from the sod 

Where patiently thou tak'st 

Thy sweet and sure repose. 

The shadows fall more soothing ; the soft air 
Is full of cheering whispers like thine own ; 

While memory, by thy grave,

I cannot close these pages without inserting 
the following communication, received from a 
very dear friend, who witnessed, in the very 
same week in which our dear sufferer was taken 
to her rest (the week of the Passion of our 
Lord), the death of a faithful and simple 
Christian in a more humble station of life : — 

" Elevated, however, by the same hopes, she 
was carried through intense Buffering with pa- 
tience and resignation to the end. Like the 
subject of this memoir, Bhe rejoiced in having 
been reclaimed from a position separated from 
the visible Church into its happy fold. In the 
midst of grievous pain, the Scriptures, the Ser- 
vices, the Creed of the Church, were her stay 
and support. While she glowed with joy at the 
sense of the immediate presence and preciousness 
of her Saviour, she was not ashamed to confess 
that, in the remembrance of her baptismal adop- 
tion, she saw the pledge of her Father's love, 
and the seal of His mercieB ; and while with one 
breath she spoke of Christ as ' all in all,' with 
the next she confessed, 'What should I have 
been without the Church ?' She bore in mind 
the appointed fasts of the Church, and looked 
with deep interest on the subject of the holy 
Passion of the Lord as its annual commemora- 
tion approached ; and while willing to deny her- 
self her earthly sustenance, she longed, as her 
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last portion of spiritual food, for the communion 
of His most precious Body and Blood, when 
bodily infirmity made it impossible for her again 
to partake. In that same week she was taken 
to her rest, and was being removed to be laid in 
her peaceful grave in the very hour in which the 
dear sister's spirit, of whom these pages speak, 
was passing away to join with her the saints in 
bliss ; and thiB on the very day in which the 
Lobd Himself rested in His earthly grave. 
Surely with such, whether high or low, rich or 
poor, we have communion, and they with one 
another I" 

We may also refer to the calm and blissful 
end of the Rev. R. Anderson, who fell asleep 
during this solemn season of Lent, as another 
example of the same teaching which enabled 
these blessed women to triumph so remarkably 
over Satan ; trusting not to rapturous and ex- 
cited feelings, but resting simply upon Christ. 
May we so apply the lessons which these ex- 
amples teach, that they may not be witnesses 
against us in the day of judgment. It es- 
pecially behoves you and me, dear reader, to 
cherish whatever deep emotions, or yearnings 
after closer fellowship with the unseen world, 
the example here given may have excited 
within us. Let us watch them as heavenly 
visitants; and before the world's blighting 
influence can wither them, earnestly and fer- 
vently pray : 

Pity, Redeemer! the infirmities of Thy 
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children ; strengthen with Thy grace our faint- 
ing hearts. 

Nail us to Thy cross ; crucify us to the world, 
that, being dead to it, we may live to Thee. 

O Thou, Who didst shed Thy precious and 
all-redeeming blood for us — bathe our polluted 
souls in Thy purifying streams, and wash away 
our sins. 

O blessed Spirit, Who guidest and governest 
the Church of Christ in all truth, illuminating 
its doctors, strengthening its martyrs, and per* 
fecting its saints ; Thou Bond of the mystical 
union between Ckbist our Head and us His 
members, and between the Church above and 
below ; have mercy upon us, and keep us in the 
unity of the faith. 

Almighty and everlasting G-od, Who, of Thy 
tender love towards mankind, hast sent Thy Sok, 
our Savtoub Jesus Christ, to take upon Him 
our flesh, and to suffer death upon the cross, 
that all mankind should follow the example of 
His great humility ; mercifully grant, that we 
may both follow the example of His patience, 
and also be made partakers of His resurrection ; 
through the same Jesus Chbist our Lobd. 
Amen. 

O Almighty God, Who hast knit together 
Thine elect in one communion and fellowship, 
in the mystical body of Thy Son Chbist our 
Lobd ; we bless Thy holy name for all Thy ser- 
vants departed this life in Thy faith and fear : 
grant us grace so to follow Thy blessed saints in 
all virtuous and godly living, that we may come 
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to those unspeakable joys, which Thou hast pre- 
pared for them that unfeignedly love Thee ; 
through Jesus Chbist our Lobd. Amen.

The following extracts came to hand unexpectedly, after 
the Memoir was sent to press, so that they could not be 
inserted in it. The Editor has therefore thrown them 
together in the form of an Appendix, hoping that they 
may not only serve to illustrate the saintly character of 
his dear friend, but also be valued by those who love 
her. 
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1829. 
" When I turn my wandering thoughts to heaven— 
when I gaze on the pure azure of a cloudless sky, I enjoy 
to reflect that there is my home, if I steadily pursue the 
path which leads thither. Heaven is my home— -delight- 
ful thought ! A few fleeting years, and all will be over. 
I do not ask for an easy fife, or an easy passage ; for I 
long that all my sins may go beforehand to judgment. 
And it is not to be happy that I long to flee away ; but I 
am weary of offending, and I long to be where I shall 
offend no more." 

Her enjoyment of lovely scenery is shown in 
the following record of a visit to the ruins of 
Netley Abbey, in the same year : 

" The ruins are, indeed, perfectly beautiful. I seated 
myself on a stone at the entrance, and gazed on the 
lovely landscape spread out before me, and mused on the 
uncertainty and frailty of all human speculations ; and 
entirely enjoyed myself. There is something in visiting 
ruins like these — in tracing relics of departed beauty and 
bygone grandeur — most imposing and instructive. To 
remember that within these silent walls the pious monk 
has walked, and knelt, and prayed ; and now where is 
he ? Centuries have rolled away since he occupied this 
lonely dormitory, since he knelt in.tfris chapel, or paced

this garden-walk ; and a few more centuries will leave no 
trace of him or his habitation. A few more centuries, 
and where will the world itself be ? O for a hope beyond 
this transient scene ! an inheritance that will remain when 
this globe has ceased to exist 1" 

" O most hoi j Father, I do desire to devote myself 
entirely to Thee. O frown not upon me in anger, but 
smile in mercy. Take away every desire but that of 
being more conformable to Thee. Conduct me safely 
through the pilgrimage which Thou hast given me to 
believe will be short ; and whether my path be rough or 
smooth, may I patiently tread therein. And, O Father, 
grant, I pray Thee, that whether it be illumined by Thy 
beams of mercy, or darkened by Thy frown of judgment, 
my unworthy head may be canopied by the banner of Thy 
love, whether hid from me or not. I desire to commit all 
into Thy hands." 

" To feel that our habitation is fixed by Him — to know 
that every stripe is inflicted by His hand, and that if we 

Satiently bear it, it will ultimately be for our good — O 
ow would it smooth our pathway through the rugged 
wilderness of this life ! Resignation would hold us up, 
patience would heal our diseases, and faith would spur 
us onwards towards heaven, our home." 

1830. 

" Oh, to be more humble, more lamb-like 1 I want to 
know the old man annihilated ; I want to know my floor 
thoroughly swept; to be divested of all knowledge, and, 
in the simplicity of a babe, to come to the school of 
Christ, there to be taught all that I desire to know — 
Jesus and Jesus crucified. O holy Father, Thou alone 
canst effect this work ; and however afflictive the dispensa- 
tions may be, necessary to effect it, I stand ready to 
receive them ; not trusting in my own strength, which I 
have proved to be perfect weakness, but wholly dependent 
on Thee for aid." 

1832, 

" If there is one thing that above every other I long 
for, it is, that I maj prove my faith by my works ; that I 
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may glorify my Saviour, and prove my gratitude to Him, 
by my consistent conduct and character.'' 

" I have offered myself for the prison. I hope, if it 
has been in my own choosing, that I shall be prevented. 
Lord, undertake for me ; and if Thou call me to this little 
service, give me Thy aid, and permit me to feel, in the 

depth of my own nothingness, Thy exceeding fulness 

even that Thou, O God, art my refuge, and underneath 
are the everlasting arms." 

" However dead and earthly I may feel, let me take all 
to the foot of my Saviour's cross ; and if I can do no 
more, O may I urge the poor publican's prayer not in vain. 
O that I were as a weaned child 1 — lowly, humble, teach- 
able, mild, meek, serious, affectionate, like my dear 
Saviour." 

1835. 

" I know not what others may find, but I never knew 
what the real happiness of prayer was, till, with all my 
sinfulness, my wandering thoughts, my roving imagina- 
tions, / bowed on my knees ^ and poured out all my sor- 
rows before the footstool of my heavenly Parent — then I 
knew what prayer was." 

1836. 

"Heard the first time; his sermon impressed 

me very much. I hope I have since felt more ability to 
cast myself and my all at the footstool of my precious 
Saviour, and to feel Him mine." 

" How sweet it is to lie as an infant in the arms of re- 
deeming love ! — not a wish, not a care, not a desire to 
have anything different. Thou, Lord, knowest what is 
best for me : forgive me that ever I question Thy sove- 
reignty for one moment, or ever form a wish ungoverned 
by Thy Holy Spirit." 

" What a blessing is prayer 1 O what a blessing that 
we may pray 1 I am never half so happy as when on the

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bended knee I can pour oat all my sorrows into the bosom 
of my God. My sorrow is sin ; nothing else is worth the 
name." 

11 Another night shall not pass over my head without 
recording the mercy and loving- kindness of my covenant 
God. He has enlightened my darkness, restrained my 
wanderings, and taught me again to rest in peace beneath 
the shadow of His wings. More than all, He has shown 
me a little of myself; and, while groaning under the 
burden of my own wretched depravity, has pointed to an 
all-sufficient Saviour, and confirmed my faith in Him. 
He has taught me my helplessness, and has made me feel 
like the poor traveller along the edge of a fathomless pre- 
cipice, hanging on His arm, and on His arm alone.* " 

1839. 

" Oh, what astonishing, boundless mercy is this ! I 
am not my own. I must not lust after anything that is 
forbidden me. I must not indulge in imaginative rovings. 
I must fix my steady gaze on my Redeemer, till ' changed 
into the same image, from glory to glory, as by the Spirit 
of the Lord/ And will it ever be so ? Welcome any. 
thing that would make me lowly, amiable, affectionate. O 
my Father, let me no longer dishonour Thee ! let me 
strive, conflict, wrestle— satisfied with having Thee. Yea, 
more than satisfied, even should everything else be taken 
away." 

" I can thankfully acknowledge a settled peace of mind, 
springing from a simple reliance on Christ, as my righ- 
teousness, my wisdom, my sane tifi cation, my redemption, 
my only and complete Saviour. I cannot doubt His 
promises ; and so as I do [jbut] come to Him, I know 
He will save me. If it be by fire, I am content. Hitherto 
I have had comparatively few trials, and many may be 
coming ; but He will order them who is my Father ; and 
I can cast my naked soul on Him, trusting to His faith- 
fulness to accomplish my sanctification, and make a poor, 
wretched, polluted, lost worm a fit inhabitant of the 
realms of glory. Oh that, by continual watchfulness and 
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never-ceasing prayer, I may prove my growing conformity 
to that Image which is the only passport to heaven /" 

" This evening, on returning home, while reading R. 

H 's Memoir, a rush of tenderness, such as I have not 

felt for some time, came over me. Something of my bap- 
tismal joy was renewed ; and on my knees I again entered 
into covenant with my God. Not, that if He will give 
me the necessaries of this life, 1 will obey Him, Urc. ; but 
that I will try to serve Him whatever He may please to do 
with me. Jesus is my surety, and I do believe that I am 
a child of Goo ; only may I be wholly devoted to Him — 
only may His glory be my one object in life — may I cherish 
a spirit of adoption, a child-like spirit — while the sweet 
thought, it is my Father's will, makes me happy under 
all bereavements and trials." 

Dec. 27, 1839, or 40. 

" The end of the year approaches ; let me be serious. 
Am I nearer heaven than when it began ? Saviour, 
Thou art inexpressibly dear to my inmost soul/ 1 am 
Thine, save me — from myself — from Satan — from the 
world. Draw me to Thyself, Thy people, Thy character. 
Quicken, strengthen, support, refresh me. Make me 
hopeful, humble, joyful, confiding. Let me love all that 
happens to me, for Thy sake, because all comes from 
Thee ; and sanctify every dispensation to my endless good, 
and Thy eternal glory. Amen." 

Whitsunday, 1841. 

" Resolved to regard first more than second causes, and 
resolve all things, pleasing and painful, into the will of 
God ; — to think charitably of all men, and their actions 
and conduct towards me in particular ; regarding men but 
[as] the instruments of my omnipotent Creator — my re- 
conciled, loving Father, through Christ." 

" So that the Cross is but stamped upon our hearts, it 
matters not whether it be by burning, or by more gentle 
means ; only let us so impress our minds with the impor- 
tance of the thing itself, that we may welcome any means 
by which it may be effected." 

L 2 
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On the Holy Eucharist she thus speaks : 

" Only let us, in that sacred feast, ' discern the Lord's 
body.' Only let us feel that He, whose dying love these 
creatures of bread and wine represent, is our only Sa- 
viour — our one Benefactor and Friend, through whose 
merits alone we can be admitted within the gates of 
Paradise ; and we shall not be unblest guests at His 
table." 

In a letter to her sister she thus writes : 

" Your letter this morning, giving the certain hope of 
seeing you next week, is quite cheering. May we be 
favoured to meet well in body, and happy in mind ; nei- 
ther elated nor depressed. May we meet as strangers and 
pilgrims in a strange land should meet, happy in the en- 
joyment of temporal blessings, but looking beyond them 
to a happiness that will endure. Oh 1 may we have grown 
in grace, in humility, in confidence, in faith, in love, in 
peace, and then all the other graces will be sure to follow. 
May He grant to us that lowliness, which may enable us 
to glory in our infirmities, that the power of Christ may 
be made manifest in us. Oh ! how I do long to feel no- 
thing, to desire nothing, to rejoice in nothing, but Christ ; 
to be willing to be hated of all men, if He may but be 
exalted!" 

May, 1841. 

" How shall I be thankful enough for the sweet peace, 
the confiding trust, and the bright hopes, which are so mer- 
cifully granted to me ? It is not anything in myself that 
I lean upon ; all would be darkness if I looked within for 
comfort ; but I am permitted to rest calmly on that ' cove- 
nant which is ordered in all things and sure/ And though, 
when my head is very painful, my mind is confused, and 
I have no sense of anything good ; yet, [whether] feeling 
something or nothing, ' I know in Whom I have be- 
lieved ; and am persuaded that He is both able and will- 
ing,' &c." 
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In the following extracts we see the practical 
use which she made of the Church Services : 

4th Sunday after Trinity, 1841. 

" I shed tears this morning at the remembrance of my 
unwatchfulness. Was delighted with the beautiful sys- 
tem of instruction given us in the selected lessons for the 
day. The Epistle (Romans viii. 18,) incites us to bear, 
calmly and cheerfully, our earthly trials, by comparing 
their lightness with the weight of glory which remains for 
the people of Goo. The Gospel (S. Luke vi. 36,) shows 
us the narrow way in which we are to walk to that land 
of glory ; following the example of our Lord, being ' imi- 
tators of God.' In the first lesson (1 Sam. xii.) what a 
proof we have of the danger of self-guidance and self- 
choosing ! In short, the day's instruction seems to be this 
— God is our Sovereign, our Ruler, our Guide. If we 
fear Him, and serve Him in truth, with all our heart. He 
will not forsake us for His great Name's sake. He will 
direct us in all our ways, and bless us continually ; guid- 
ing us, as He did the Israelites, through every difficulty, 
till He places us safely on that shore of everlasting secu- 
rity, where we shall be made strong to hear the weight of 
glory, purchased for us by the ' holy and bitter sufferings' 
of our Lord. The way of charity is the only way to that 
heavenly city." 

5th Sunday. 

" We see (1st Lesson, 1 Sam. xv.) the awful punish- 
ments by which God wiU show His just indignation 
against those who resist His will, or only in part fulfil it. 
So true is it, * that the eyes of the Lord are over the 
righteous, and His ears are open to their prayers; but 
the face of the Lord is against them that do evil.' Learn 
from hence, O my soul, to seek to know the whole will of 
thy God ; and then laying hold on His strength, to per- 
form it fully, entirely t at once, and without the least re- 
serve. Grant, O my God, that thus Thy poor, weak 
creature may glorify Thee, for Jesus Christ's sake. 
Amen. 
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July 13, 1841. 

11 Yesterday was my thirty-second birthday. A few 
resolutions were made in the strength of Him Who is om- 
nipotent. 

•Mat. To deny the cravings of a carnal appetite, in food, 
clothing, reading, thinking, acting. 

41 2nd. To watch against an impetuous, hasty spirit, 
which often leads me to say what is trying to others, and 
not perhaps altogether correct. 

" 3rd. To exercise charity and forbearance towards my 
weaker brethren. 

" 4th. To be more lowly ; and in order to that, to prac- 
tise more self-examination and self-denial. 

" 5th. To pray more, and speak less, and to meditate on 
Jesus. ' 

• " The 32nd Psalm my text for the year — resolve to re- 
peat it every morning before rising. Heavenly Father, 
in weakness of body and mind I do again put my sinful 
self altogether into Thy hands. Pardon me all that is 
past ; wash me in my Redeemer's blood ; clothe me in 
His righteousness ; and accept me for His sake. Sanctify 
me wholly, and make me all Thine own, through Jesus 
Christ. Amen." 

Friday, July 16. 

" On first waking I rejoiced in the recollection that this 
was to be a day of humiliation ; and did desire earnestly to 
be kept from sin, and to struggle against it/' 
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Aug. 1. 

" I now begin another month, with the resolution, made, 
I trust, in the strength of my God, to live wholly to Him, 
to take up my cross daily f and cheerfully follow the Cap- 
tain of my salvation, 1 would especially fight against 
these children of Anak — pride, vanity, self-complacency, 
impetuosity, impatience, unbelief, despondency, and dis- 
trust of God's willingness to fulfil to the fullest extent all 
His promises. In a word, let Leighton's threefold cord 
be my leading-string — * Remember always the presence of 
God ; rejoice always in the will of God ; do all to the 
glory of God.' " 
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Oct. 

" Have been to U and L , and am retained to 

all the comforts and endearments of home ; but no better. 
It is all right ; may I be permitted always to feel that it 
is so, and to rejoice in the will of God, whatever it may 
be. The Church brings before us a delightful subject to- 
day (19th after Trinity,) our weakness in ourselves — our 
strength in God. ' Nothing can harm us, if we be fol- 
lowers of that which is good.' The furnace will only 
consume our sin and our bonds. The Son of God will 
walk through the fire with His own; and when they 
are purified, He will bring them forth as gold. How full 
of instruction is the Epistle, and how encouraging the 
Gospel ! Jesus is the same Saviour still !'' 



NOTE ON PEAYEE. 



Referred to p. 46. 



" The subject upon which you consult me is a very 
difficult one, both because we have scarcely any one book 
of devotions which I know of that is equal in all its parts, 
and also men's minds are so different, and what suits 
them at one time does not at another. Of the forms with 
which I am acquainted, which are indeed but few, that 
of Bishop Andrewes seems to be the deepest ; and I should 
think the best suited to such a broken life as yours, in 
that the petitions are short, and furnish subjects which 
can be carried on in thought afterwards. 

" For ' the hours,' 9, 12, and 3, I should think some 
short prayer connected with the events commemorated 
at those hours the best ; such as those in Cosins. These 
might be committed to memory, and used as near the 
time as you can. Then, in using the Psalms in the morn- 
ing, you might select some one verse which should be the 
subject of your leisure thoughts during the day, or which 
you might use as the expression of your devotion at dif- 
ferent times. The thoughts would, after a time, be more 
likely to recur to one selected verse. 

" It would be of use, also, to accustom yourself to ac- 
company each striking of the clock with some act of 
devotion ; whether the praying for some grace which you 
are anxious to obtain, or some short commendation of 
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yourself to God. Thus, after a time, the very striking of 
the clock would recall your devotions. 

" Your very profession itself may give you good oppor- 
tunities ; for you must have intervals in going from one 
patient to another, in which, or during your visit, you 
could ask for wisdom for yourself, for God's blessing on 
your patient, that you might turn to account any oppor- 
tunities given you of benefiting him ; and thus you might 
hallow also your business, and make your life full of 
prayer. Nicole says, ' A good artisan is one who works 
and prays : a good sailor is one who navigates a ship and 
prays,' and the like. And so a good physician (as indeed 
it is implied in Ecclus.) is one who attends the sick an{i 
prays. 

44 For longer devotions, the best way is, as far as you 
can, to secure early hours. The mind is more free ; the 
world has not obtruded itself within, and is quieter with- 
out. Early devotions seem the very life of your spiritual 
life. 

44 1 should think, on the whole, the use of a form such 
as Bp. A.'s the best. There are also some good prayers 
in Hele (some taken from the Liturgy) for morning, mid- 
day, and afternoon ; as also a striking one to the Holt 
Trinity. 

44 It was a rule of S. Vincent de Paul to read every 
day a chapter of the Bible on his knees ; and he found 
so much benefit from it, that he enjoined it on his 4 re- 
ligious.' If not a chapter, yet at least a portion of one 
might be so read. If you had not leisure, it must be 
better to read a portion only devotionally, than much 
rapidly, praying before you begin ; as, ' Lord, open Thou 
mine eyes, that I may see wondrous things out of Thy 
law.' 

44 If you can in so busy a life, it would be well to 
divide your self-examination into two, taking some time 
about the middle of the day for one ; else things get too 
crowded towards evening, and the memory confused, 
and the mind jaded. The recollection also in the middle 
of the day tends to check your mind, if it is begin- 
ning in a wrong way — as of excitement, self-satisfac- 
tion, &c 

44 The last thoughts should be in commending one- 
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self to God ; to pray that when one wakes up, one may 
be present with Him ; and one should strive in one's first 
thoughts to dedicate oneself to Him, and all one's ac- 
tions through the day. 

" I have some remarks on distractions in prayer in the 
next No. of the Plain Sermons,* * (Vol. iii.) 
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Part I. embraces most of the chief points of Old Testament His- 
tory, written in a simple, reverential manner, and in strict accord- 
ance with the Sacred Text. 

Part II. contains a History of our Blessed Lord, and the great 
and wonderful things He did, written in a similar style.
